French  Cancel  Railway  Service  Between 

the  Capital  and  Boulogne— Action 

Is  Unexplained. 

Berlin  Reports  "Complete"  Defeat  of 
British  at  St.  Quentin,  Well  With- 
in the  French  Boundary. 

Paris.  Aug.  29, 1  p.  m. — Train  service  between  Paris  and  Boulogne 
was  suspended  today  until  further  notice.  It  is  presumed  here  that 
this  step  was  taken  because  the  allied  armies  are  about  to  engage  the 
Germans  on  or  near  the  railroad  line  running  into  Boulogne, 

Americans  going  from  Paris  to  England  are  being  sent  by  way 
of  Dieppe,  while  English  travelers  are  being  routed  by  way  of  Havre. 

The  line  of  railroad  communication  between  Paris  and  Boulogne 
runs  from  the  French  capital  a  httle  west  of  north  to  Beauvais,  and 
then  continues  a  little  east  of  north  to  Amiens.  From  Amiens  the 
line  runs  northwest  to  Abbeville  and  thence  in  northerly  direction 
along  the  coast  to  Boulogne. 

Dieppe  is  northv/est  of  Paris  and  sixty  miles  to  the  south  of 
Boulogne. 

Havre  is  farther  to  the  west  of  Paris  than  is  Dieppe,  and  is  about 
sixty  miles  in  a  southwesterly  direction  from  Dieppe.

London,  Aug.  29. — It  was  announced 
late  yesterday  that  the  British  fleet  had 
sunk  two  German  cruisers  and  two  Ger- 
man torpedo  boat  destroyers  off  Helgo- 
land. A  third  cruiser  was  set  afire  and  I 
was  left  sinking.  No  British  ships  were  | 
lost  in  the  battle,  it  was  added,  and 
the  British   loss  of  life  was   not  heavy. 

In  addition  to  the  two  torpedo  boat 
destroyers  and  three  cruisers,  many 
of  the  German  torpedo  boat  destroyers 
were  damaged. 

Rear  Admiral  Sir  David  Beatty  com- 
manded the  British  forces  and  with  a 
strong  array  of  torpedo  boat  .destroy- 
ers, battle  cruisers  and  light  cruisers 
and  submarines  attacked  the  Germans 
in  Helgoland  bright  and  early  in  the 
morning.  The  protected  cruiser  Mainz 
was  sent  to  the  bottom  in  an  engage- 
ment with  the  light  cruiser  squadron, 
while  the  battle  squadron  sank  another 
cruiser  In  the  Coeln  class.

In  the  genferal  fighting  two  of  the 
German  destroyers  were  riddled  and 
sunk,  while  many  others  were  badly 
damaged.  One  cruiser,  battle-scarred 
and  on  fire,  drifted  away  in  the  mist 
and  was  lost  sight   of.

The  British  cruiser  squadron,  accord- 
ing to  the  semi-official  report  of  the 
battle,  although  attacked  by  submarine 
boats  and  menaced  by  floating  mines 
and  the  guns  from  the  German  war- 
ships, suffered  no  serious  losses. 

The  cruiser  Amethyst  and  the  torpedo 
boat  destroyer  Laertes  both  were  dam- 
aged, but  all  the  ships  In  the  British 
fleet  were  afloat  at  the  end  of  the 
engagement.

]  commanding  the  valley  of  the  Seine.

Each  of  these  circles  of  masonry  and 
I  entrenchments  is  linked  to  the  forts  by 
I  bastions    which    permit    of    a    cross-fire 
1  against    approach.      The    magnitude    of 
]  the  system  Is  shown  by  its  area,  which 
exceeds  100   square   miles. 

The  wall  around  Paris  and  the  seven- 
teen detached  forts  two  miles  beyond 
the  wall  were  built  by  Louis  Philippe.

MORE  WARSHIPS  ON 
AMERICAN  COAST 


New  York,  Aug.  2S.— It  Is  reported 
In  shipping  circles  here  that  six  more 
British  cruisers  have  been  order€-d  to 
the  Atlantic  coast  to  blockade  Ameri- 
can ports  against  the  escape  of  Ger- 
man merchant  ships  and  to  clear  the 
North  Atlantic  of  the  enemy's  war- 
ships. The  British  consul  general  here 
would  neither  confirm  nor  deny  the 
report,  but  the  news  yesterday  that 
five  cruisers  of  the  British  Atlintic 
fleet  had  been  ordered  to  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  was  pointed  to  as  Indicating 
that  reinforcements  would  be  needed 
in  Northern  waters. 


London,  Aug.  29. — Native  troops  from 
India  are  now  on  their  way  to  in- 
crease the  British  forces  in  France. 
This  was  made  known  through  an- 
nouncements in  the  house  of  lords  yes- 
terday by  the  Marquis  of  Crewe,  secre- 
tary of  state  for  India,  and  Lord  Kitch- 
ener,   secretary  of  state   for  war. 

Lord  Kitchener  said  that  in  addition 
to  reinforcements  which  would  be  re- 
ceived from  this  country.  Great  Britain 
has  decided  the  forces  in  France  were 
to  be  Increased.  The  Indian  forces 
were  chosen  for  this  purpose.  Lord 
Kitchener  said  all  gaps  in  the  army  in 
France  were  being  filled   up. 

The  Marquis  of  Crewe  said  the  In- 
dian people  desired  the  native  soldiers 
should  fight  by  the  side  of  their  com- 
rades in  the  British  army,  and  that  it 
would  have  been  a  disappointment  to 
India  if  they  had  been  debarred  from 
taking  part  in  the  war  in  Europe.  The 
marquis  asserted  that  In  spite  of  heavy 
drafts  on  the  Indian  army,  the  Indian 
frontiers  would  be  fully  secured. 
"Wonderful    Wave    of    Loyalty." 

The  Marquis  of  Crewe  said: 

"It  has  beeen  deeply  impressed  on  the 
government  that  the  wonderful  wave 
of  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  at  the  pres- 
ent time  passing  over  India  is  largely 
due  to  the  desire  of  the  Indian  people 
that  Indian  soldiers  should  stand  side 
by  side  with  their  comrades  in  the  Brit- 
ish  army. 

"India  is  aware  of  the  employment 
of  African  troops  to  assist  the  French 
troops  and  it  would  have  been  a  dis- 
appointment to  India  if  they  had  been 
debarred  from  taking  part  in  the  war 
in   Europe. 

"Our  army  will  thus  be  reinforced 
by  Bolditrs — high  souled  men — of  first 
rate  training,  and  I  am  certain  that 
they  will  give  the  best  possible  ac- 
count of  themselves. 

"1  venture  to  think  that  this  keen 
desire  of  our  Indian  fellow  subjects  so 
to  cooperate  with  us  is  not  less  grati- 
fying than  the  same  desire  shown  in 
the  self-governing  dominions,  some  of 
whose  soldiers  in  due  course,  will  no 
doubt  also  be  found  fighting  side  by 
side  with  their  troops  and  Indian 
troops  in   the  war. 

Must    Defend    India. 

"Of  course,  we  all  know  that  India 
does  not  possess  an  Inexhaustible  re- 
serve of  troops,  and  the  defense  of 
India  must  In  Itself  be  a  primary  con- 
sideration, not  only  to  India  Itself  but 
to  us;  but  I  am  able  to  state  that  so 
far  as  external  aggression  is  con- 
cerned— of  which  I  hope  and  believe 
there  is  no  prospect  and  I  should  like 
to  say  there  is  scarcely  a  possibility — 
in  spite  of  these  heavy  drafts  on  the 
Indian  army,  the  Indian  frontiers  will 
be    fully    and    adequately   secured. 

"As  regards  the  risk  of  internal 
troubles,  I  believe  that  the  enthus- 
iasm which  pervades  all  classes  and 
races  In  India  will  render  anything  of 
the  sort  altogether  impossible. 

"That  enthusiasm  has  found  vent  In 
maiy  different  ways,  in  some  cases  by 
gifts  of  great  liberality  for  the  use  of 
the  troops  in  the  field.  I  was  told  only 
yesterday  by  the  viceroy  of  India  that 
some  of  the  principal  Indian  princes 
had  sent  a  gift  of  50  lac  rupees  (about 
$2,500)  for  the  use  of  the  troops  in  the 
field,  and  there  have  been,  on  varying 
scales,  a   number  of  offers  of  the  kind,  j 

"I  feel  confident,  therefore  that  the  I 
action  we  take  will  meet  with  the  most 
enthusiastic  reception  in  India,  and 
will  be  approved  by  your  lordships,  the 
house  of  commons  and  public  opinion 
here  generally."

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West  Enders  Will    Renew 

Efforts  to  Secure  Carrier 

Headquarters. 

Business  and  professional  men  of 
the  West  end  will  make  another  over- 
ture to  the  postofflce  department  for 
the  establishment  of  a  mail  carrier 
postofflce  branch  to  be  located  in  this 
end  of  the  city.  The  matter  will  be 
taken  up  In  the  foim  of  a  petition  to 
the  department  at  Washington,  pre- 
sentod  through  Postmaster  William  E. 
McLwen. 

The  importance  of  the  West  end  as 
an  active  business  center  for  the 
postofflce  department  is  to  be  pre- 
sented. Statistics  showing  the  growtn 
of  stamp  sales  as  well  as  sales  of 
money  orders  In  the  postal  station  now 
located  at  the  John  J.  Moe  &  Sons  de- 
partment store  will  be  presented. 

During  the  last  year  it  is  claimed 
that  the  sale  from  stamps  at  this  sta- 
tion has  amounted  to  an  average  of 
more  than  $1,000  per  month,  and  that 
the  money  order  sales  have  aggregated 
a  total  of  over  $10,000  per  month. 

Several  reasons  other  than  these  are 
to  be  presented  as  causes  why  the  de- 
partment should  establish  the  branch 
postofflce.  It  is  claimed  that  the  mail 
on  incoming  trains  can  reach  the 
West  end  branch  as  quickly  as  the 
general  postofflce,  and  that  the  mail 
carriers  would  be  able  to  get  out  on 
the  street  with  the  mail  in  quicker 
time  than  they  now  do.  The  new  sta- 
tion would  also  relieve  the  congested 
condition  of  the  central  postofflce.  it 
is  said. 

The  subject  will  be  taken  up  of- 
ficially at  the  meeting  of  the  West 
End  Commercial  club  next  Thursday 
evening.  Members  of  the  club  declare 
that  there  are  property  owners  in  this 
end  of  the  city  who  are  willing  to  erect 
a  building  in  a  suitable  locality  for 
this  purpose.  Among  these  are  said  to 
be  owners  of  vacant  property  on 
Twentieth  avenue  and  First  street,  and 
on  Twenty-flrst  avenue  and  Superior 
street.

NO  NON-RESiOENTS 

IN  COLORADO  MINES. 

Tulsa,  Okla.,  Aug.  29.— Heavy  rains 
at  Healdton  aided  in  bringing  under 
control  the  fire  which  started  late 
Thursday  in  the  old  fields  near  here 
The  burning  oil  destroyed  practically 
everything  within  an  area  of  two 
square  miles.  The  loss  is  estimated  m 
$400,000  with  about  $160,000  insur- 
ance. 


New  York.  Aug.  29. — Three  thousand 
or  more  Americans  reached  New  York 
today  from  England  aboard  the  White 
Star  liners  Olympic  and  Adriatic,  the 
latter  reaching  port  with  an  armament 
of  four  6-inch  rifles  mounted,  two  on 
her  bow  and  two  on  her  stern.  The 
Adriatic  brought  1,762  passengers,  the 
Olympic  1,772.  Nearly  all  were  Amer- 
icans and  hundreds  made  the  voyage 
as   steerage  passengers. 

Both  ships  made  the  trip  without 
unusual  incident,  although  passengers 
aboard  the  Adriatic  were  badly  scared 
by  the  appearance  of  a  vessel  whicii 
they  first  mistook  to  be  a  hostile  war- 
ship, but  later  found  to  be  the  French 
liner    France. 

It  is  said  the  Adriatic  will  go  with 
little  delay  from  here  to  Halifax  to 
help  carry  Canadian  volunteers  across 
the  sea.  The  Adriatic's  batteries  con- 
sist of  four  six-inch  rifles,  placed  in 
position   at   Liverpool. 

Had    Mutual    Scare. 

Only  once  on  the  trip  across  the  At- 
lantic did  her  officers  sight  a  vessel 
which  caused  them  uneasiness.  This 
was  on  Aug.  27,  and  the  vessel  was 
later  found  to  be  the  French  liner 
France.  The  France,  toe,  apparently 
had  her  suspicions  of  the  Adriatic,  for 
she  sheered  off  at  almost  the  same  mo- 
ment the  Adriatic  did.  Soon  they  ex- 
changed signals. 

In  the  Adriatic's  first  cabin  were  472 
passengers.  Her  eecond  cabin  held  64B 
and  her  steerage  645.  Ninety  per  cent 
of  those  in  the  steerage  were  Ameri- 
cans. Sir  Courtney  Bennett,  the  Brit- 
ish consul  general  at  New  York,  and 
Lady  Bennett;  William  C.  Breed,  who 
was  secretary  of  the  relief  committee 
for  Americans  in  London;  J.  Borden 
Harriman  and  his  family;  Rt.  Rev. 
Henry  Gabriels,  bishop  of  Ogdensburg, 
and  Mrs.  Paul  Morton  were  among  the 
passengers. 

Whether  the  Adriatic's  armament 
brings  her  within  the  classification  of 
an  auxiliary  cruiser,  and  as  such 
places  her  under  the  regulation  cover- 
ing war  vessels  of  a  nation  at  war, 
was  a  question  which  Collec  or  Malone 
asked  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Mc- 
Adoo,  his  superior  at  Washington,  to 
determine   today. 

Might    be    Detained. 

The  view  held  by  the  local  customs 
authorities  is  that  the  Adriatic  must 
leave  port  within  twenty-four  hours  or 
remain  here  till  the  close  of  the  war, 
if  the  presence  of  the  four  6-lnch  guns 
aboard  results  in  her  classification  as 
an  auxiliary  British  cruiser.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  pointed  out  that  the 
British  steamer  Francisco,  carrying 
two  guns  at  her  stern,  was  permitted  to 
sail  several  days  ago.  In  the  Fran- 
cisco's case  it  was  claimed  that  the 
guns  comprised  merely  a  saluting  bat- 
tery.

In    Trouble   at    Ghent. 

London,  Aug.  29,  1:45  p.  m. — The 
American  embassy  up  to  the  present 
has  been  unable  to  get  into  communi- 
cation with  certain  Americans  ma- 
rooned in  Ghent,  Belgium,  who  are  in 
need  of  money. 

News  of  the  plight  of  these  travelers 
reached  London  through  the  state  de- 
partment at  Washington,  which  re- 
ceived its  information  from  the  Amer- 
ican consul  at  Ghent,  who  succeeded  in 
making  his  way  to  Antwerp. 

The  embassy  is  unable  to  get  into 
communication  with  either  Antwerp  or 
Ghent.

— Accord- 
ing to  Information  which  has  reached 
Paris  the  little  village  of  Etain,  near 
Longwy,  France,  has  been  subjected  to 
two  bombardments  by  the  Germane, 
one  on  Monday  of  this  week,  the  other 
Tuesday.

BEJ90,000 

IVIerritt  Makes  Estimate  for 

Suburban  Electric 

Sub-Station. 


A  sub-station  which  would  supply 
all  of  West  Duluth  with  current  could 
be  Installed  for  about  $90,000.  accord- 
ing to  figures  which  have  been  pre- 
pared for  Commissioner  Leonidas  Mer- 
ritt,  head  of  the  division  of  public 
utilities. 

The  commissioner  had  the  estimate 
made  in  anticipation  of  the  refusal  of 
the  Edison  company  to  accept  the 
city's  offer  of  $1,107,940.54  for  its 
plant  and  business.  The  figures  include 
the  cost  of  the  building,  the  motors 
and  the  distribution  system. 

If  the  city  cannot  purchase  the 
company's  plant,  the  engineers  who 
made  the  appraisal  recommended  the' 
installation  of  sub-stations  through- 
out the  city.  These  would  be  supplied 
with  current  purchased  from  the  Great 
Northern  Power  company.  They  said 
that  these  could  be  put  in  for  much  less 
than  It  would  cost  to  take  over  the 
Edison  plant,  but  believed  that  the 
plant  should  be  secured  if  possible,  as 
it  would  give  the  city  an  established 
business  and   eliminate   competition. 

Commissioner  Merrltt  does  not  think 
that  the  company  will  take  the  offer 
which  has  been  made,  and  will  use  the 
figures  prepared  for  the  West  Duluth 
sub-station  to  illustrate  what  could  be 
done  throughout  the  city.  He  is 
sending  out  letters  to  improvement 
clubs  and  civic  organizations  asking 
their  opinion  as  to  the  course  the 
city  should  pursue.

Everyone  should  get  be- 
hind and  boost — and  boost  by  attend- 
ing the  fair  if  it  is  impossible  to  ex- 
hibit   produce   and   livestock. 

"A  great  many  prizes  will  be  offered 
for  a  great  variety  of  things.  The 
premium  list  Is  available  on  applica- 
tion, but  a  few  of  the  departments  for 
which  prizes  are  to  be  offered  should 
be  mentioned.  They  are;  A  live  stock 
judging  contest;  a  corn  contest  for 
boys  and  girls;  an  alfalfa  contest  for 
boys  and  girls;  and  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  R.  R.  prizes  for  individual  farm 
exhibits;  dairy  herd  records;  potatoes;

The  site  for  the  structure,  which 
will  cost  upwards  of  JIOO.OOO,  was 
purchased  by  Jesse  Norton,  John  Jens- 
wold,  Jr.,  and  Mathew  M.  Gasser,  who 
were  appointed  by  Potentate  H.  W.

That  Duluth  should  extend  its  pur- 
chasing system  next  year  but  should  not 
go  heavily  Into  the  store  room  system, 
is  the  opinion  of  City  Clerk  Charles  S. 
Paimer.  who  has  returned  from  a  va- 
cation in  Eastern  cities,  during  which 
he  investigated  the  purchasing  sys- 
tems of  St.  Paul,  Milwaukee  and  Chi- 
cago. 

The  clerk  said  that  he  was  most 
favorably  impressed  with  the  method 
I  which  13  being  adopted  in  St.  Paul.  In 
I  that  city  he  explained  that  one  man 
I  does  all  the  buying  for  all  departments 
of  the  city  but  is  not  developing  a 
store  system,  which  has  been  done  by 
j  both  Milwaukee  and  Chicago.  The  St 
I  Paul  purchasing  agent  said  that  ha 
can  buy  his  supplies  as  cheaply  with- 
out a  store  as  with  it  and  at  the  same 
t;me  save  the  cost  of  delivery  and 
clerk  hire.  He  has  considerable  au- 
thority and  is  not  bound  to  purchase 
what  any  department  recomlnends  but 
makes  it  his  business  to  secure  the  best 
price  for  the  material  or  articles  de- 
sired. He  secures  bids  for  all  pur- 
chases between  $100  and  $500  and  ad- 
vertises for  everything  over  $500.  He 
makes  all  purchases  up  to  $100  with- 
out securing  any  bids,  as  is  done  bere. 
All  purchases  go  through  iiis  depart- 
ment, whether  they  be  for  machinery, 
paving  material,  office  supplies  or  any- 
thing else.  His  department  has  been 
in  existence  only  since  June  but  it  ha« 
already  done  a  large  amount  of  pur- 
chasing. 

In  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  City  Cleric 
Palmer  went  through  the  large  stores 
which  have  been  established.  He  said 
that  in  both  of  them  he  saw  large 
quantities  of  material  for  whi-^h  little 
or  no  use  will  ever  be  had.  The  ex- 
pense for  clerk  hire  and  deliveries  was 
quite  heavy. 

The  clerk  believes  that  Duluth  has 
started  on  the  right  track  and  should 
proceed  along  the  same  lines  as  con- 
templated, but  that  one  man  should  be 
secujvd  to  devote  his  entire  time  to 
the  purchasing.

A  sub-station  which  would  supply 
all  of  West  Duluth  with  current  could 
be  installed  for  about  $90,000,  accord- 
ing to  figures  which  have  been  pre- 
pared for  Commissioner  Leonldas  Mer- 
ritt, head  of  the  division  of  public 
utilities. 

The  commissioner  had  the  estimate 
made  in  anticipation  of  the  refusal  of 
the  Edison  company  to  accept  the 
city's  offer  of  $1,107,940.54  for  its 
plant  and  business.  The  figures  include 
the  cost  of  the  building,  the  motors 
ahd  the  distribution  system. 

If  the  city  cannot  purchase  the 
company's  plant,  the  engineers  who 
made  the  appraisal  recommended  the' 
installation  of  sub-stations  through- 
out the  city.  These  would  be  supplied 
with  current  purchased  from  the  Creat 
Northern  Power  comp;iny.  They  said 
that  these  could  be  put  in  for  much  less 
than  it  would  cost  to  take  over  the 
Edison  plant,  but  believed  that  the 
plant  should  be  secured  if  possible,  as 
it  would  give  the  city  an  established 
business  and   eliminate   competition. 

Commissioner  Merritt  does  not  think 
that  the  company  will  take  the  offer 
which  has  been  made,  and  will  use  the 
figures  prepared  for  the  West  Duluth 
sub-station  to  illustrate  what  could  be 
done  throughout  the  city.  He  is 
sending  out  letters  to  improvement 
clubs  and  civic  organizations  asking 
their  opinion  as  to  the  course  the 
city  should  pursue.

FARGOATlSKiLLED;

Early  this  week  the  deal  f<jr 
the  southv^est  corner  at  First  avenue 
west  and  Fourth  street  was  virtually 
consummated,  all  that  remains  being 
the  ratifloaiion  by  the  temple  m-^mbers. 
The  property  was  owned  by  Col.  C.  H. 
Graves  and  has  a  frontage  of  100  feet 
on  Fourth  street  and  140  feet  along 
First   avenue. 

The  new  Shrine  building  promises  to 
be  one  of  :he  best  in  the  country  and 
when  erected  is  expected  to  start  a 
much  broader  social  program  than 
has  been  n  force  for  years.

Palmer,  who  has  returned  from  a  va- 
cation in  Eastern  cities,  during  which 
he  investigated  the  purchasing  sys- 
tems of  St.  Paul,  Milwaukee  and  Chi- 
cago. 

The  clerk  said  that  he  was  most 
favorably  impressed  with  the  method 
which  is  being  adopted  in  St.  Paul.  la 
that  city  he  explained  that  one  man 
does  all  the  buying  for  all  departments 
of  the  city  but  is  not  developing  a 
store  system,  which  has  been  done  by 
both  Milwaukee  and  Chicago.

Mr.  Lennon  would  not  say  what  out- 
of-town  men  had  approached  him  with 
an  offer  far  the  club,  but  it  is  under- 
stood th€  consideration  involved  in 
the  proposal  Is  slightly  in  excess  of 
$100,000  for  the  franchise  and  players. 

Mr.  Norton  said  tonight  he  did  not 
expect  any'  difficulty  in  securing  a  lo- 
cal purchaser.  The  club  had  lost 
money  this  season,  he  said,  but  in  pre- 
vious years  had  returned  a  good  profit. 
For  this  year's  deficit  Mr.  Norton 
blamed  the  poor  showing  of  the  team 
which  has  been  in  the  last  position  of 
the  association  race  almost  the  entire 
season.

Partridge  Plentiful. 

The  partridge  season  opens  Oct.  1 
and  the  big  game  season  starts  Nov. 
10.  The  indications  are  that  the  hunt- 
ing for  both  game  birds  and  deer  and 
moose  will  be  good  this  season.  Many 
birds  have  been  seen  in  large  coveys 
and  the  deer  are  reported  to  be  more 
numerous  than  ever,  while  the  moose 
are  about  as  plentiful  as  in  past  sea- 
sons. 

The  hunter*may  have  cause  to  hunt 
harder  than  ever  this  year,  for  with 
the  price  of  meat  con.stantly  increas- 
ing, he  would  make  a  big  hole  in  his 
meat  bill  with  a  moo.se,  while  a  deer 
would  help  considerably.  But  the  big 
majority  of  hunters  do  not  go  out  for 
economical  reasons,  but  for  the  sport. 
For  the  city  man  to  go  hunting  for 
the  meat  as  the  chief  object  would  be 
poor  economy  as  it  would  be  costly 
meat.

Yet  not  infrequently  the  star  of  to- 
day Is  the  business  manager  of  to- 
morrow. Perhaps  the  most  famous  in- 
stance of  this  sort  was  the  case  of 
Rohe,  a  utility  player  with  the  Chicago 
White  Sox.  By  accident  it  was  neces- 
sary to  use  him  in  the  1906  world's 
series  against  the  Cubs,  and  it  was  hia 
terrific  hitting  which  brought  the 
championship  to  the  White  Sox. 

After   the   end    of    the  series   the   pa- 
Pi.-i*  announced  that  Comlskey  had  de- 
clared    Rohe     would     always     have     a 
home   with  the  Sox  In  consideration  of 
his     great     work.      Possibly     this     was 
mere  newspaper  talk,  but  at  any   rate 
the  next  year  Rohe  was  sent  to  a  club 
in    the    Southern    association,    and    not 
even    being   good    enough    for  that   or- 
ganization was  shipped  far  out  to  some 
remote  spot   deep   in    the   "sticks." 
Powell  Free  Agrent. 
Jack    Powell,    once    one    of    the    best 
right-handed     pitchers     In     the     game,  i 
see.Tied    to    be    a    man    who    defied    old  I 
ag.j       Although     not     noted    for    strict  I 
training     ritthods,      he     hung     on     for 
years  after  his  end  had  been  predicted. 
He    was    one    of    the    bulwarks    of    the 
Yank'je    team    in    its    early    days,    and  I 
afti-     beng     sold      to     the     St.     Louis  i 
Browns  suddenly  acquired  a  new  lease 
of  life  and  pitched  some  excellent  ball 
before  he  drifted  out   of  fact  company. 
Biit   he    could    not    go    on    forever,    and 
the   last    word    comes    from   the   Venice 
team   on    the   Pacific   coast  that   Powell 
ha.s    received    his    lelease    and    can    go 
where    hj   pleases. 

Another  pitcher  who  was  famed  for 
a  time  has  apparently  come  to  the 
end  of  the  road  much  more  rapidly 
than  Powell,  who  began  this  season 
as  manager  of  the  Wichita  team,  has 
been  released.  Although  a  successful 
pitcher  in  the  National  league  for  a 
time,  the  best  he  could  do  for  Wichita 
was  to  win  three  games  and  lose 
twelve.  He  was  succeeded  by  another 
National  leaguer.  Peaches  Graham,  who 
made  a  great  reputation  with  the  Bos- 
tun  National.^  as  a  catcher,  but  fell 
away  to  nothing  when  sent  to  the 
Cuba. 

Ed  Klllian,  the  Iron-armed  lefthand- 
er, who  held  sway  so  long  with  De- 
troit, is  trying  to  make  a  "comeback" 
with  the  Ottawa  team  in  Canada.  He 
has  had  nothing  but  semi-professional 
work   this   year. 

Titus  Can  Still  Hit. 

The  American  association,  which  the 
players  know  as  the  "workhouse 
league"  because  the  season  Is  so  long, 
fairly  bristles  with  men  once  famous 
in  the  big  leagues,  and  some  of  them 
are  playing  such  good  baseball  that 
It  seems  certain  they  were  cast  adrift 
too  soon.  Old  John  Titus,  long  a  slug- 
ging star  for  the  Phillies,  who  played 
hi.«  last  big  league  engagement  with 
the  Brave.",  is  now  in  the  Kansas  City 
outfield  and  clouting  away  at  a  furi- 
ous pace.     The   fact  that  he   was  well- 


nigh  killed  by  a  pitched  ball  early  in 
the  season  does  not  seem  to  have  af- 
fected the  nerve  of  the  veteran  in  the 
slightest. 

Cy  Moran  the  minstrel  man,  once 
a  crack  pitcher  of  the  Athletics,  was 
a  tevnmate  of  Titus,  but  has  drawn  his 
release.  Other  one-time  big  leaguers 
of  the  club  are  Rath.  Mattlck,  Brief, 
Downey  and  Baskette. 

St.  Paul  has  Harry  Niles,  who  played 
with  the  Browns  and  the  Yankees  and 
the  Red  Sox  before  it  came  time  for 
him  to  go.  Perhaps  his  best  known 
feat  was  catching  a  ball  for  the  sec- 
ond out  in  the  ninth  Inning  of  a  game 
and  then  running  away  to  the  club- 
house under  the  impression  that  it  was 
the    final   play    of  the   game. 

The  Clevelad  American  Association 
team,  or  the  Bearcats,  as  they  like  to 
be  called,  has  an  infield  made  up  en- 
tirely of  ex-Yankees.  Lelivelt  is  on 
first.  Earl  Gardner  on  second,  Knight 
at  shortstop  and  Stump  at  third.  Jim- 
my Sheckard,  well  known  to  the  fans 
for  his  depredations  when  a  Cub,  is 
manager  of  the  team. 

Team  of  Veterans. 
The  manager  of  the  Minneapolis 
team  Is  said  to  have  a  prejudice 
against  ball  players  under  40.  Cer- 
tainly he  has  veterans  enough.  Claude 
Rossman,  who  hung  up  one  of  the 
highest  batting  averages  ever  made 
in  a  world's  series,  is  In  the  outfield. 
Rossman  was  with  the  Tigers  when 
iie  made  his  brilliant  record  for  the 
series. 

Lee  Tannehlll,  considered  one  of 
the  best  shortstops  or  third  basemen 
the  game  ever  saw,  is  playing  at  the 
latter  position.  Lee  was  always  a 
great  fielder,  but  his  weak  hitting 
carried  him  out  of  the  big  leagues  as 
soon  as  he  began  to  Flow  up  at  all. 

Daredevil  Dave  Altizer  is  another 
player  tried  and  true  who  helps  out 
with  the  chores  about  the  infield.  At 
fir.<?t  base  is  Fred  Hunter,  who  once 
promised  to  be  a  phenom  with  the 
Pirates.  Jimmy  Williams,  the  best 
second  baseman  the  Yankees  ever  had, 
is  still  hitting  the  ball  hard,  as  a 
Minneapolis  man.  Burns,  the  big 
left-hander  of  the  White  Sox  and 
the  Senators,  bears  part  of  the  pitch- 
ing  burden.

The  cash  value  to  the 
winner  then  was  $15,000,  but  the  stake 
this  year  will  amount  to  $20,000.

There 
will  be  plenty  of  work  for  every  branch 
of  activity  throughout  the  nation  dur- 
ing the  next  year  if  the  people  will, 
as  I  have  emphasized,  exert  the  utmost 
judgment.

As  you  know,  the  United  States 
produces  no  crude  rubber,  all  of  this 
material  being  Imported.  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  European  war,  med- 
iums for  transmitting  payment  to  Eu- 
rope and  other  markets  were  imme- 
diately disturbed.  In  addition  to  this 
it  was  impossible  to  secure  ships  in 
which  to  transport  rubber  from  the 
foreign  markets  to  the  United  States. 

"In  the  face  of  this  condition,  such 
crude  rubber  as  was  on  hand  in  the 
United  States,  immediately  suffered  a 
rapid  increase  In  price.  Just  before 
war  was  declared,  crude  rubber  was 
selling  around  50  cents  In  the  New 
York  market.  A  few  days  after  the 
war  began.  New  Yoik  rubber  had  gone 
up  to  ?1.08  per  pound  and  even 
reached  a  higher  figure  than  this  later 
on.  Ill  other  words,  crude  rubber  rose 
in  price  over  100  per  cent  In  a  few 
day?  and  such  purchases  of  rubber  as 
tire  manufacturers  were  compelled  to 
make  during  the  Interval  were  made 
at  grer.tly  ad\anced  prices.

POLITICS  AND  THE  WAR. 

Another  thing  that  Americans  have 
need  to  guard  against  in  this  juncture 
of  a  great  and  exciting  war  in  Europe 
is  a  neglect  of  political  affairs  that 
would  leave  unguarded  the  gates  we 
have  lately  closed  against  the  design- 
ing and  corrupt  politicians  who 
NEVER  NEGLECT  AN  OPPOR- 
TUNITY, and  to  whom  the  people's 
neglect  is  always  an  open  door. 

We  have  a  national  house  of  repre- 
sentatives to  elect  this  fall,  and  upon 
the  outcome  of  this  election  depends 
the  question  whether  a  great  presi- 
dent who  is  giving  the  best  of  his 
splenlid  store  of  ability  and  patriot- 
ism So  the  service  of  all  the  people 
is  to  be  rebuked  by  a  defeat  or  sup- 
ported by  a  victory. 

The  election  of  a  Republican  house 
vou!d  mean — to  his  enemies  and  to 
the  nation's  enemies — that  he  lacks 
the  support  of  the  American  people. 
The  election  of  a  Democratic  house 
would  be  warning  to  his  enemies,  to 
the  people's  enemies  and  to  the  na- 
tion's enemies  that  he  has  the  full 
and  wholesoulcd  backing  of  the  Amer- 
ican people. 

It  is  in  local  elections,  perhaps,  that 
the  danger  is  greatest.  The  splendid 
service  of  the  president,  the  high  and 
fine  position  he  has  taken  on  foreign 
and  domestic  affairs  and  the  enthusi- 
astic admiration  and  support  the  peo- 
ple are  giving  him,  ought  to  insure 
the  nation  against  the  humiliation  of 
a  party  reverse  in  the  congressional 
elections. 

But  no  such  spirit  prevails  in  local 
elections.  Here,  therefore,  the  dan- 
ger of  neglect  is  far  greater,  and  the 
need  of  alertness  correspondingly 
great, 

Minnesota  in  November  will  pass 
on  many  important  amendments  to 
her  Constitution,  will  elect  a  gover- 
nor and  a  set  of  state  officers,  and 
will  choose  a  legislature  for  the  first 
time  under  the  new  non-partisan  law. 
And  by  far  the  most  important  of 
these  is  the  legislature,  for  upon  the 
cliaracter  of  that  body  depends  the 
fate  of  the  plan  for  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  state  government  in  the 
interest  of  efficiency  and  economy, 
which  is  by  all  odds  the  most  vital 
thing  that  will  come  before  the  state 
lawmaking  body  when  it  meets  in 
January. 

And  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when 
the  people  of  Minnesota  should  begin 
to  give  consideration  to  these  mat- 
ters. 

By  general  agreement  a  political 
truce  was  declared  after  the  June 
primaries  until  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber; and  despite  a  little  "gum-shoeing" 
here  and  there  and  a  little  laying  of 
wires,  this  truce  has  been  well  ob- 
served. 

But  the  first  of  September  is  at 
hand,  and  with  it  will  come  a  cam- 
paign of  two  months,  during  which  the 
issues  of  the  election  will  be  decided. 
Minnesota  shouM  not  let  her  in- 
terest in  the  war  in  Europe  obscure 
her  far  greater  interest  in  the  election 
of  the  right  kind  of  a  governor,  the 
right  kind  of  a  legislature,  and  the 
right  kind  of  state  and  local  officers. 


THE  UPSHOT  OF  WAR. 

(From  Carlyle'8   "Sartor   Resartus".) 

What,  speaking  in  quite  unofficial  language,  is  the  net  purport 
and  upshot  of  war? 

To  my  own  knowledge,  for  example,  there  dwell  and  toil  in  the 
British  village  of  Dumdrudge,  usually  some  five  hundred  souls.  From 
these,  by  certain  "natural  enemies"  of  the  French,  there  are  suc- 
cessively selected,  during  the  French  war,  say  thirty  able-bodied  men. 

Dumdrudge,  at  her  own  expense,  has  suckled  and  nursed  them ; 
she  has,  not  without  difficulty  and  sorrow,  fed  them  up  to  manhood, 
and  even  trained  them  to  crafts,  so  that  one  can  weave,  another  build, 
another  hammer,  and  the  weakest  can  stand  under  thirty  stone 
avoirdupois. 

Nevertheless,  amid  much  weeping  and  swearing,  they  are  selected ; 
all  dressed  in  red ;  and  shipped  away,  at  the  public  charge,  some  two 
thousand  miles,  or  say  only  "to  the  south  o£  Spain;  and  fed  there 
till  wanted. 

And  now  to  that  same  spot,  in  the  south  of  Spain,  are  thirty 
similar  French  artisans,  from  a  French  Dumdrudge,  in  like  manner 
wending:  till  at  length,  after  infinite  effort,  the  two  parties  come 
into  actual  juxtaposition;  and  Thirty  stands  fronting  Thirty,  each 
with  a  gun  in  his  hand. 

Straightway  the  word  "Fire!"  is  given:  and  they  blow  the  souls 
out  of  one  another';  and  in  place  of  sixty  brisk  useful  craftsmen,  the 
world  has  sixty  dead  carcasses,  which  it  must  bury,  and  anew  shed 
tears  for.

SYMPATHIES  IN  THE  WAR. 
It  is  naturiki,  of  course,  that  our 
neighbors  of  forc^n  birth  should  let 
their  sympathies  rpn  with  their  blood. 
The  English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  Cana- 
dians will  sympathize  with  Britain, 
the  Germans  with  Germany,  the 
French    with    France,    etc. 

But  what  about  the  thoroughly 
Americanized  citizen  with  a  detachud 
viewpoint,  whose  only  interest  is  in 
the  right  and  whose  only  hope  is  that 
the  best  possible  outcome  for  hu- 
manity at  large  will  follow  the  war? 
He  must  do  sojjie  studying,  and 
even  then  he  is  going  to  have  trou- 
ble in  placing  his  sympathies  prop- 
erly. 

Everybody  will  sympathize  with 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  all  na- 
tions, with  the  soldiers  who  bear  the 
brunt  of  battles  brought  about  by 
others,  with  the  peasants  who  must 
shed  their  blood  and  pay  the  taxes, 
with  the  women  and  children  who 
must  suffer  sorely  even  if  they  are 
not  widowed  and  orphaned — though 
if  the  war  lasts  long  there  will  be  few 
unbereaved  left  in  Europe. 

So  far  everybody  can  go.  But  a 
brief  study  of  the  aims  of  the  several 
nations — or  of  the  statesmen  and 
princes  who  guide  their  destinies — 
leaves  sympathy  still  unmoored  and 
objectless. 

No  unbiased  per.son  will  sympathize 
with  Russia's  dream  of  a  Slav  domin- 
ion over  civilization,  or  of  a  path  to 
the  sea  over  prostrate  Scandinavia. 
No  unbiased  person  will  sympathize 
with  Germany's  ambition  to  gain  new 
footing  on  the  North  sea  at  the  sac- 
rifice of  Dutch  ax|<i  Belgian  integrity, 
or  with  her  ambition  to  humble  Eng- 
land by  destroying  the  British  domin- 
ion of  the  seaj.  No  unbiased  person 
can  sympathize  with  Britain's  ambi- 
tion to  destroy  Germany  as  a  world 
power.  It  is  less  hard  to  sympathize 
with  France  in  her  longing  to  reco\'er 
.Alsace-Lorraine  and  to  get  revenge 
for  the  humiliation  of  1870;  though 
revenge  is  no  worthy  motive. 

In  so  far  as  any  country  battles  to 
preserve  Its  integrity  and  to  repel  in- 
vasion or  to'  curb  the  eticroachm^nts 
of  a  rival,  sympathy  flows  easily.  But 
when  it  comes  to  taking  by  force  tliat 
which  belongs  to  ^Ufl^. is  cherished  by 
another,  the  «pfm^3  of  sympathy  re- 
fuse to  be  stirred. 

Fortunately,  this  ms^es  it  easy  to 
do  what  it  J*  the  duty  o!  every  Amer- 
ican to  d^ — that  is,  to  refrain  from 
comment  or  criticism  that  is  likely  to 
im|Jieril  this  country's  strict  neutral- 
ity, and  to  abstain  from  any  form  of 
discussion  that  will  give  offense  to 
our  neighbors  who,  though  American 
citizens  in  every  sense  of  the  word, 
have  tics  of  blood  and  recollection 
that  bind  their  hearts  in  sympathy  to 
an  embattled  tiat^  land.

THE  MILK  WAGON  AND  THE  COST 
OF  LIVING. 

The  Herald  has  said  often  thai  in 
solving  the  problem  of  the  high  cost 
of  living  there  is  great  need  of  closer 
study  of  the  methods  of  getting  food 
from  producer  to  consumer. 

It  has  used  as  an  illustration  the 
fact  that  frequently  four  or  five  milk 
wagons  can  be  found  in  the  same 
block,  doing  what  one  milk  wagon 
could  do  as  well  at  a  fourth  or  a  fifth 
the  cost.  It  has  suggested,  too,  thit 
needless  multiplication  of  meat  wag- 
ons and  grocery  wagons  and  dry- 
goods  delivery  wagons  all  count  heav- 
ily to  increase  needlessly  the  high 
cost  of  living. 

Farm  and  Fireside  is  talking  now 
about  the  same  thing.  It  has  discov- 
ered that  in  Boston  215  milk  dealers 
operate  666  wagons  "which  bump 
over  the  streets  of  Boston  every  day 
in  the  year,  covering  the  same  terri- 
tory again  and  again.''  All  of  which, 
of  course,  makes  milk  cost  more  than 
it  need. 

It  finds  that  one  firm  each  have 
six  wagons,  ten  wagons,  eighteen 
wagons,  twenty-five  wagons,  thirty- 
two,  forty-four,  forty-seven,  fifty  and 
a  hundred  wagons.  There  are  two 
firms  each  with  seven  and  nine  wag- 
ons, three  with  five,  six  with  four, 
eleven  with  three,  forty-eight  with 
two  and  134  with  one^  How  many 
wagons  it  would  take  to  do  it  ?.'l  it  is 
impossible  to  say  without  a  careful 
survey  of  Boston's  milk  business.  Cer- 
tainly the  number  could  be  vastly  re- 
duced by  co-operative  delivery. 

Besides  making  milk  cost  more  than 
it  should,  there  is  great  disparity  in 
the  cost  of  delivery  to  dealers.  The 
cost  per  quart  is  of  course  much  less 
to  the  company  that  has  a  hundred 
wagons  than  to  any  of  the  others. 

Can  co-operative  milk  delivery  be 
made  to  solve  this  angle  of  the  prob- 
lem? They  think  so  in  DeKalb,  Illi- 
nois. The  DeKalb  Dairy  company  is 
a  co-operative  organization  of  milk- 
producers  who  control  about  four- 
fifths  of  the  milk  supply.  The  town 
is  divided  into  four  routes,  and  each 
driver  has  certain  streets.  He  deliv- 
ers to  every  house  in  his  district,  and 
the  cost  of  delivery  has  been  cut  in 
two. 

Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  has  a  similar 
system.  In  Lawrence,  Kansas,  one 
large  privately-owned  creamery  and 
milk  plant  handles  most  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  gives  better  service  than  if 
competition  existed.  This  plan  is 
dangerous,  of  course,  because  it  ap- 
proaches monopoly  and  monopoly 
spurs  greed. 

Suppose  the  milkmen  that  serve  Du- 
luth could  get  together  and  organize 
a  co-operative  delivery  system,  with 
just  enough  wagons  and  drivers  to 
serve  the  community.  Given  proper 
supervision  by  the  city  of  the  milk 
supply — ^and  it  has  such  supervision 
now,  we  believe, — the  consumers 
should  be  as  well  satisfied  as  they  are 
now.  And  it  would  be  at  smaller  ex- 
pense, for  the  dealers  could  share  the 
gains  of  co-operation  with  their  cus- 
tomers. 

Perhaps  the  tariff  and  the  trusts 
have  had  too  great  a  share  of  public 
attention  in  the  consideration  of  the 
high  cost  of  living. 

More  consideration  of  means  of  get- 
ting food  more  directly  and  more 
cheaply  from  producer  to  consumer 
would  be  helpful. 


A  wise  old  nrian  was  once  asked  what 
gift  he  would  bestow  on  his  godchild 
if  he  were  a  fairy  godfather.

Tie  most  tiresome  people 
I  have  come  across  in  the  world  have 
been  the  men  who  could  not  see  a  joke, 
and  the  women  who  rot  only  made 
mountains  out  of  molehills,  but  made 
mountains  Intc    molehills." 

The  sixth  sense,  as  the  sense  of  pro- 
portion has  been  called,  means,  in  the 
widest  acceptance  of  the  term,  a  cor- 
rect sense  of  fitness  of  things  and  of 
their  value  with  regard  to  each  other 
in  every  relat  on  of  life.  Women  are 
certainly  more  deficient  in  it  than  men, 
and  it  is  not  hard  to  understand  why; 
their  temperament,  their  narrower  edu- 
cation, and  tlie  more  or  leas  trivial 
matters  which  come  so  much  more  into 
their  lives  all  tend  to  foster  a  one-sid- 
ed view;  to  raen,  with  their  broader 
education  and  wider  interests,  things 
more  naturally  take  their  right  place 
and  are  seen  in  their  true  relation  to 
eacfV  other. 

The  belittling  the  essentials  or  mak. 
ing  mountainii  into  molehills  is  the 
most  dangerous  phase  of  the  want  of 
proportion;  decreeing  that  "things  do 
not  matter,"  which  do  and  ought  to 
matter,  lies  al  the  root  of  much  evil; 
but  the  eleva:ion  of  molehills  causes 
more  actual  annoyance  in  daily  life.  A 
well-ordered  mind  allows  no  one  thing 
to  dominate  ii.  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
else,  for  even  if  the  one  thing  be  of  su- 
preme importance,  the  power  of  Judg- 
ment must  suffer  from  the  exclusion 
of  other  matters.  And  if  it  be  danger- 
ous to  give  unbounded  sway  to  some 
great  idea,  wiiat  can  be  said  when  one 
of  the  many  trifles  that  make  up  most 
lives  is  exalted  into  pre-eminence? 
Housekeeping,  for  Instance,  with  Its 
attendant  worries  to  the  mind  that 
centers  itself  upon  them,  assumes  the 
most  alarming;  proportions.  We  have 
all  known  the  cook's  forgetfulness  to 
be  allowed  tc  cast  a  gloom  over  an 
entire  family,  or  the  non-arrival  of 
the  fish  to  be  the  sole  topic  of  a  meal- 
time because  in  the  ill-regulated  mind 
of  the  hostess  nothing  else  could  find 
place. 

I  once  traveled  through  the  St. 
Gothard  Pass  In  company  with  a  wom- 
an who  would  neither  enjoy  the  scen- 
ery nor  allow  anyone  else  to  do  so,  be- 
cause her  buttonhook  has  been  left  be- 
hind at  Ba.sel  by  her  own  fault.  It 
turned  out  to  be  only  a  sixpenny  one, 
and  she  was  going  to  Milan,  where  she 
could  buy  dozens,  as  her  long-suffering 
family  pointed  out  to  her,  but  that  was 
of  no  avail.  The  lost  buttonhook  com- 
pletely marred  the  beauty  of  the  view, 
the  Alps  were  shorn  of  their  glory  and 
even  the  splendor  of  an  Italian  sunset 
over  the  lakes  had  no  power  to  miti- 
gate her  woe  or  prevent  her  destroy- 
ing  her   companions'    pleasure. 

In  money  matters  the  want  of  pro- 
portion makei)  Itself  very  widely  felt. 
People  lament  that  they  cannot  afford 
this  or  that,  when  they  are  frittering 
away  far  mor«?  In  other  directions  with- 
out deriving  any  benefit.  "I  wish  I 
could  alTord  t>  buy  books,"  says  some- 
one who  thinks  nothing  of  taking  in 
a  couple  of  more  sixpenny  weekly  pa- 
pers. The  clork's  wife  in  the  flat  at 
Fulham  who  persuades  her  husband  to 
buy  her  a  20-guinea  fur  jacket  is  as 
destitute  of  the  sense  of  proportion  as 
the  well-to-do  dweller  in  a  fashionable 
neighborhood  who  feels  she  is  compen- 
sating for  having  bought  a  10-guinea 
hat  by  rating  the  housemaid  for  using 
a  farthing's  worth  too  many  sticks  in 
lighting  the  lire.  An  old  woman  died 
lately,  leaving:  one  niece  10,000  pounds 
and  another  some  plate  and  furniture. 
The  possessor  of  the  money  legacy  was 
utterly  unable  to  grasp  the  advantage 
of  havlnj^r  sev<»ral  additional  hundreds  a 
year  to  her  small  Income,  but  consid- 
ered that  h>»r  sister,  who  had  got 
chairs  she  cojld  sit  In  and  forks  and 
spoons  she  could  put  in  her  mouth,  w^as 
much  better  ofiT  than  herself;  no  amount 
of  persuasion  could  make  her  think 
differently. 

In  more  Important  matters  than 
money  women's  lack  of  proportion 
leads  them  astray.  It  has  been  well 
.said:  "Woman's  usual  disinclination  to 
ripk  decisive  nctlon  deserts  her  entire- 
ly in  her  love  affairs;  a  w^oman  to  whom 
consols  appea-  a  hazardous  Investment 
will  cheerfully  risk  marriage  with  a 
selfish  spendthrift  or  an  icy  egoist." 
The  object,  then,  to  be  coveted  and  cul- 
tivated is  a  well-balanced  mind — one. 
in  fact,  with  ae  stropg  a  sense  of  per- 
spective as  tlie  eye  of  an  artist;  and 
though  It  may  be  strengthened  and 
helped  by  education,  each  Is  really  left 
I  to  develop  the  sixth  sense  for  them- 
selves.

Beneath  the  Surface. 

The  other  day  we  were  watching 
some  sonder  boats  racing  close  hauled 
in  a  fresh  west  wind.  They  leaned  far 
over  until  lee  rails  were  submerged 
and,  in  some  case's,  water  must  have 
come  into  the  cockpit.  It  certainly  did 
look  once  or  twice  as  though  the 
slender  craft  would  capsize.  "They're 
going  over  this  time  sure,"  my  friend, 
a  stranger  to  the  ocean,  exclaimed,  as 
an  extra  heavy  gust  struck  the  fleet 
and  the  masts  careened  over  at  a  dan- 
gerous  angle  with   the  water. 

A  few  days  later  the  man  saw  on« 
of  these  yachts  on  the  ways  at  a  boat 
yard  and  understood  why  It  had  been 
able  to  stand  up  in  half  a  gale.  The 
hull  above  was  slender,  almost  delicate 
in  structure;  but  underneath  was  a 
deep  fin-keel  with  an  Immense  junk 
of  lead  on  the  bottom  of  it.  Hundreds 
of  pounds  were  carried  out  of  sight 
beneath  the  surface  and  that  was  why 
the  boat  had  kept  steady.  The  billow- 
ing sails  could  not  pull  that  weight 
over,   try  as  they  might. 

A  score  of  times  I  have  thought  of 
the  parable  wJien  I  have  seen  some 
man  or  woman  stand  firm  in  the 
midst  of  difficulties  or  temptations 
that  threatened  to  conquer  them.  How 
often  circumstances  arise  that  seera 
destined  to  overwhelm  one,  and  against 
which  he  can  apparently  make  no 
effective  resistance.  But  the  over- 
whelming is  not  certain  to  take  place. 
One  weathers  a  terrific  blow,  or  wlth- 
.stands  a  temptation;  and  the  casual 
observer  is  at  a  loss  to  account  for  the 
fact.  We  would  not  be  surprised,  if 
we  could  know,"  as  there  is  often  no 
chance  to  know,  the  hidden  ballast  in 
that  life  that  makes  for  steadiness  and 
power. 

A  man  lands  on  our  shores  from  the 
Old  Country  and  immediately  goes  to 
work  with  hundreds  of  others.  His 
companions  may  be  careless  spenders 
and  reckless  livers.  Unlike  them  he 
saves  his  money,  guards  his  health, 
and  advances  as  a  wage  earner.  Prov- 
ing superior  to  an  unfavorable  environ- 
ment he  begins  to  emerge  from  the 
mass  as  a  useful  and  prosperous  citi- 
zen. What  makes  the  difference?  One 
day  a  bonny  wife  and  children  arrive 
from  the  other  side  and  the  family 
circle  is  reunited.  The  ballast  that 
kept  the  life  craft  steady  is  apparent. 

A  young  man  quits  his  dissolute 
companions  and  turns  to  work  or  to 
study.  The  "bunch"  get  after  him  and 
try  to  win  him  back,  but  to  no  purpose. 
He  will  not  "luff  up"  no  matter  how 
the  convivial  wind  may  blow.  Seeking 
the  explanation  of  his  conduct  we  may 
find  it  in  the  prayers  and  hopes  of  a 
good  mother,  the  encouragement  of 
some  teacher  or  friend,  or  perhaps  the 
resolute  declaration  of  a  fine  girl 
somewhere  that  she  will  never  marry 
a  man  till  he  tries  to  amount  to  some, 
thinff.

Yet  the  assault  ut- 
terly fails.  A  hidden  force  in  the 
young  man's  life  is  too  much  for  It. 
"How  can  I  do  this  great  wickedness 
and    sin    against   God?"

Washington.  Aug.  29. — (Special  ta 
The  Herald.) — It  is  curious  how  we 
eometlmes  come  to  tolerate  what  we 
had  condemned,  come  to  admire  what 
we  had  abhorred.  That  la  the  way  I 
feel  about  Kansas.  For  a  generation 
«he  was  all  that  was  abominable  in  the 
sight  of  the  average  Southern  Demo- 
crat. We  measured  her  by  old  John 
IJrown  and  the  Bender  family.  "Sub- 
sidy Pom"  we  thought  her  exemplar  of 
politics  and  morality.  We  looked  with 
horror  on  the  militant  womanhood  of 
Ciirrle  Nation.  There  were  more  sorts 
of  vicious  isms  there — according  to  our 
Btandards — than  in  Massachusetts  or 
Vermont.  We  believed  that  the  devil 
chuckled  every  time  he  contemplated 
the   state. 

It  was  only  an  exhibition  of  Ignor- 
Rnce  and  prejudice  on  our  part.  Kan- 
pa.*i  has  been  afFlicted  with  many  faults 
and  she  possesses  many  virtues.  She 
h-aa  fi>rced  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic  to  prohibit,  something  nearly  all 
.  of  U8  ever  deemed  "one  o*  them  iinpo.ssi- 
ble  things,"  and  Kansas  is  making  a 
"Wonderful  fight  for  the  abolition  of  the 
poor  house  and  the  depopulation  of  the 
jail.  Some  of  us  Pharisees  owe  Kansas 
an  apology.  P.ut  we  had  excuse.  For 
thirty  years  after  the  war  you  could 
Bcrape  a  hatful  of  hateful  "loyalty"  off 
Kinsas  with  a  chip  or  a  corn  cob.  That 
was  when  all  a  Republican  statesman 
•WAS  required  to  do  to  secure  approval 
was  to  begin  a  stump  speech  with  an 
exordium    like    this: 

"Comrades  of  the  (Srand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Fel- 
low Citizens  of  Kansas:  It  was  the 
wickedest  rebellion  in  all  the  tides  of 
time  and  our  matchless  soldiery  are  en- 
titled to  the  undying  gratitude  of  a 
grateful  country  for  the  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  deeds  of  daring  they  per- 
formed on  bloody  fields  against  hellish 
Democratic  treason." 

But  that  wore  out.  A  new  ---*  came 
on  the  stage  and  Kansas  acquired  a 
little  sanity  and  a  deal  of  decency.  In- 
deed, when  her  state  Constitution  for- 
bade the  elective  franchise  to  a  Con- 
federate soldier,  her  legislature  chose 
an  old  rebel  soldier  ae  one  of  her  sen- 
ators in  congre.«s  and  he  served  a  full 
term  In  that  body.

I  have  not  made  examination,  for  It 
ifl  a  matter  of  some  research,  but  I 
venture    to   say    that    since    her    admis- 


sion to  the  Union  Kansas  has  been  rep- 
resented in  the  United  States  senate 
by  more  different  Individuals  than  any 
other  state  during  that  period,  1861- 
1914.  Safe  to  assert  that  since  the  ad- 
mission of  Kansas  she  has  had  more 
than  twice  as  niany  different  repre- 
sentatives in  the  senate  as  VermonL 
Old  "Subsidy  Pom"  had  two  terms  in 
the  senate,  John  James  Ingalls  three 
terms  and  Preston  B.  Plumb  was  three 
times  re-elected,  but  died  before  he 
had  completed  his  third  term.  All  the 
others  were  re-jected  for  re-election. 
It  is  perhaps  w^orthy  of  note  that  Sen- 
ator I'lumb,  serving  when  the  bloody 
shirt  was  the  party  battle  flag,  was 
in  hearty  accord  with  Senator  Beck 
of  Kentucky  on  the  tariff  question,  and 
Jerry  Simpson  actually  quickened  the 
Kansas  conscience  on  that  subject  and 
made  an  hone.it  politician  of  her  so  far 
as  concerns  tariff,  or  nearly  so.  If 
Teddy  Roosevelt  only  had  the  courage 
to  say  what  he  thinks  about  protection 
the  tariff  opinions  of  Kansas  would  be 
quite   as   decent   as    those    of    Kentucky. 

But  then  protection  is  banished  from 
our    politics.      It    will    never    make    an- 
other   fight.      Its      claws      are      drawn. 
Hereafter  It  will  only  growl  and  snarl.

What  I  started  out  to  write  was  a 
word  or  two  about  the  Hon.  Bristow, 
just  defeated  for  the  standpat  nom- 
ination for  re-election  to  the  senate. 
He  Is  a  wonder.  He  reminds  of  the 
fellow  the  poet  described  in  the  lines: 
"So  wary,  held  and  wise. 
That  he  scarce  received. 
For  Gospel,  what  the  church  believed." 

There  was  nothing  good  enough  for 
him.  He  saw  degeneracy  in  all  man- 
kind and  appointed  himself  to  correct 
matters  and  things.  He  was  born 
angry,  he  lived  angry  and  he  will  die 
angry.  His  philosophy  is  this  and  only 
this:  Whatever  is  is  wrong.  He  was 
horrified  when  a  Democratic  president 
appointed  a  director  of  the  Harvester 
concern  to  an  Important  office  purely 
administrative,  but  he  was  delighted 
when  Roosevelt  appointed  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  to 
an  Important  diplomatic  post  where 
the  house  of  Morgan  had  dealings.

It  should  contain  the 
exact  proportions  of  the  several  salts 
found  in  normal  blood  serum,  but  gen- 
erally an  equivalent  amount  of  table 
salt  only  Is  used.  (A  teaspoonful  In 
each  pint  of  boiled  water).  It  Is  non- 
Irritating,  like  the  tears  In  the  eyes, 
whereas  plain  water  smarts.  Normal 
salt  solution  tends  to  preserve  the  life 
of  blood  and  tissue  cells,  whereas 
plain  water  or  other  chemical  solu- 
tions would  tend  to  Injure  these  cells

Crops  Are  Often  Destroyed 

By  the  Small  Pacific 

Rats. 

Auckland,  N.  Z.,  Aug.  29.— Sunday  Isl- 
and, a  verdant  tract  of  seven  miles  by 
five,  in  the  Kermadec  group  of  the 
South    Pacific,    is    to   be   abandoned. 

The  thirteen  persons  who  have  been 
living  a  Crusoe-like  life  there  have 
been  driven  to  desperation  by  loneli- 
ness, rats,  volcanic  rumblings,  and 
other  afflictions,  and  the  New  Zealand 
government  is  to  bring  the  party  back 
to  civilization. 

Thomas  Bell,  who  was  landed  on  the 
island  by  a  whaler  in  1878,  held  un- 
disputed possession  of  the  place  for 
twenty  years,  but  the  New  Zealand 
government  later  apportioned  the  Isl- 
and among  a  number  of  settlers.  Since 
then  frequent  attempts  have  been  made 
to  colonize  the  place,  but  Bell  is  the 
only  one  who  stuck  it  out  from  the 
first.  Even  now,  though  the  other 
twelve  settlers  are  sick  of  the  place. 
Hell  says  he  would  remain  if  the 
government  would  recognize  his 
ownership. 

While  oranges,  bananas  and  tobacco 
thrive  on  the  island,  there  are  no  co- 
coanuts,  and  the  crops  which  the  hand- 
ful of  Islanders  try  to  plant  are  often 
destroyed  by  the  small  Pacific  rats 
which  infest  the  place,  and  a  surviving 
volcano  frequently  gives  the  whole  isl- 
and  a    shiver.

Eight  Hours  Daily  Long  Enough 
to    Work. 

Katherlne  Barnard,  commissioner  of 
prisons  and  corrections  in  Oklahoma, 
Is  reported  to  have  said,  "No  matter 
how  much  I  loved  a  man  I  would  not 
marry  him  if  he 
had  to  work  more 
than  eight  hours  a 
day." 

What  she  will  do 
when  love  is  in- 
volved is  really 
difficult  to  foretell. 
Neverth  e  1  e  s  s  the 
principle  In  thit^ 
case  is  all  right. 
The  question  which 
deals  not  so  much 
with  how  long  a 
man  works  as  with 
how  long  he  says 
he  works,  has  made 
countless    women    miserable. 

Eight  hours  a  day  is_Jong  enough  for 
any    man    to    work.      Many    men    could 
transact    the    actual    work    of    the    day 
in  far  less  time,  though  they  must  oft-  \ 
en  wait  the  convenience   of  those   upon  i 
whom     their    success     in    life    depends,  i 
However,  the  average  working  day  for  I 
all    classes    of    men    should    not    be,    as  i 
I    have    said,   more    than    eight   hours. 

I    should    dislike    to    enumerate    the 


iness"  for  ab.^ence  from  home  without 
license  or  reason.  Sometimes  consid- 
ering them,  I  am  Inclined  to  believe 
that  the  men  who  are  hardest  worked, 
according  to  their  own  stories,  are  in 
reality  those  who  do  the  least  and  loaf 
the  most.  Personally  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  thore  is  something  wrong 
with  the  man  who  has  to  work  all  the 
time — either  with  his  mental  equip- 
ment or  his  morals — and  usually  in- 
vestigation would  prove  that  it  was 
the  latter. 

The  man  who  makes  work  an  ex- 
cuse for  remaining  away  from  his 
home  by  night  as  well  as  day  isn't  so 
attentive  to  business  as  he  is  to  some- 
thing or  someone  else.  I  know  a  man 
who  is  a  fair  sample  of  the  kind  whose 
work  is  so  arduous  that  it  is  nearly 
midnight  before  he  gets  home.  Yet  he 
seldom  has  any  real  work  to  do  at 
night  but  spends  most  of  his  time  in 
bar-rooms.  But  his  wife — deluded 
creature — seems  to  believe  that  it  Is 
hard  work  that  keeps  him  away  from 
the  fireside. 

There  are  exceptions,  as  I  have  ob- 
served, but  the  man  who  gives  eight 
hours  to  business  and  attends  to  it 
during  that  time  won't  have  to  burn 
much  midnight  gas  or  electricity  ex- 
cept in  emergencies.  The  plea  of  hav- 
ing to  work  nights,  which  men  have 
used  with  such  effect,  is  very  nearly 
worn  threadbare.  Someone  will  have 
to  invent  another  as  good.

Disproof  of  the  saying,  "The  only 
good  Indian  is  a  dead  Indian,"  was 
the  dedication  of  a  monument  at  Fort 
Rldgely,  Minn.,  Aug.  22  to  the  Chip- 
pewa Indians  who  befriended  the  set- 
tlers and  garrison  during  the  terrible 
massacre  at  that  place  in  1862.  It  is 
true  the  monument  was  erected  to 
dead  Indians  but  they  were  "good" 
even  when  they  were  alive. 

The  shaft  was  unveiled  by  Miss  Letl- 
tia  Bella  Dailey,  a  great  granddaugh- 
ter of  Chief  Moo-zoo-mau-nee,  a  prom- 
inent figure  during  that  turbulent 
time.  At  the  unveiling  there  was  a 
reminiscent  program  by  survivors  of 
the  massacre  and  by  old  settlers. 
Many  Indians  In  their  native  costumes 
attended  the  exercises  and  were  on  the 
program.  Among  these  were  Chief  An- 
drew Dallcy,  Chief  Joseph  Charrett, 
Ain-dus-o-ge-shlg,  Wain-ge  -  ma  -  dub. 
Chief  Little  Wolf,  Mah-eeng-gaunce, 
Paupe-waub,  Chief  Round  Earth, 
Wah-we-yay-cum-ig  and  Withers  whose 
names  sound  like  wigams  and  war 
paint. 

Addresses  were  also  made  by  George 
Authier,  secretary  to  the  governor;  S. 
G.  Iverson.  state  auditor;  Lyndon  A 
Smith,  state  attorney  general;  Julius 
A.  Schmahl,  secretary  of  state  and  Mrs. 
J.  F.  Dennis  of  this  city,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Mrs 
Dennis  was  entertained  at  the  home  of 
Charles  H.  Hopkin.s,  the  department 
commander  of    the  G.   A.   R. 

After  the  program  there  was  a  ball 
game  between  the  Lower  Sioux  Indians 
and    the    Fairfax    teams. 

Attempts  to  have  Fort  Ridgely  made 
a  national  park  failed.  It  has  been 
made  a  state  park  and  In  addition  to 
its  beauty  has  a  natural  amphitheater. 

ihe  attack  on  Fort  Ridgely  in  1862 
began  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
bltuated  as  the  fort  was  on  the  edge 
of  a  prairie  with  a  wooded  ravine  af- 
fording shelter  for  those  attacking  it 
It  was  in  a  perilous  position.  The  at- 
tack under  Little  Crow  lasted  until 
the  closing  in  of  night,  a  night  that 
was  terrible  to  the  garrison,  who  lived 
in  terror  of  the  savages  setting  fire 
to  the  frail  wooden  buildings  until  a 
heavy  rain  relieved  them  of  this  fear 
The  rain  continued  all  the  following 
day,  during  which  time  sacks  of  oats 
and  cordwood  were  used  for  construct- 
ing defenses. 

About  1  o'clock  on  the  third  day  the 
Indians   again    opened    fire,    continuing

the  attack  until  night,  when  they  de- 
sisted after  a  tiheil  from  the  fort  had 
killed  and  wounded  seventeen  of  their 
number. 

The  small  garrison  lived  in  fear  of 
another  attack  for  a  whole  week,  un- 
til Col.  Samuel  McPhail,  at  the  head  of 
a  group  of  movinted  citizens,  came  to 
their    relief    on    Aug.    2". 

Among  the  Indians  mentioned  as 
showing  frlendi'hip  was  Lorenzo  Law- 
rence, who  ha  J  some  education  and 
epoke  English  well.  He  secretly  ob- 
tained a  boat  and  provisions  and  took 
to  Fort  Ridgelj  a  Mrs.  J.  W.  De  Camp 
and  her  children,  who  had  been  taken 
captives  at  the  Lower  agency.  The  fort 
was  not  a  particularly  desirable  resi- 
dence at  that  time,  but  compared  to 
life  among  the  barbarous  captors  it 
was  a  Gibraltar.

PARK  POINT  NOTES 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Harrington  have 
received  a  letter  from  their  daughter. 
Miss  Frances  Harrington,  who.  In 
company  with  8.  party  of  tourists, 
reached  Paris  Aug.  1. 

The  letter  is  <lated  Aug.  6,  but  the 
postmark  shows  that  It  did  not  leave 
the  city  until  the  14th,  showing  that 
the    mail   service   is    badly  demoralizt-d. 

A  few  extract!!  from  the  letter  fol- 
low: 

"Paris  presents  a  sorrowful  scene. 
Every  man  unde"  45  years  of  age  has 
been  summoned  to  the  front;  the 
smaller  shops  are  all  closed  and  the 
windows   boarded    up   or  painted  white. 

"The  streets  ure  filled  with  weep- 
ing women,  maiy  of  them  carrying 
babies,  and  of te  i  with  other  children 
clinging  to  their  skirts.  Noisy  crowds 
are  gathered  about  the  public  bulle- 
tins,   shouting   a:id    gesticulating. 

"Companies  of  soldiers — many  of 
them  but  mere  boys — march  through 
the  streets  continually  cheering  and 
singing. 

"Great  wagon  loa.ds  of  wo/nen  and 
even  young  girls  are  going  to  the 
front   as    Red   Cross    nurses. 

"Flags  hang  from  every  window, 
and    the    greatest    enthusiasm    prevails. 

"All  lights  must  be  out  at  9:30,  to 
allow  more  cur-ent  for  the  street 
lights,  which  art  kept  burning  bright- 
ly all  night.  Tills  forces  every  busi- 
ness, evt-n  the  tiieaters,  cafes  and  ho- 
tels, to  close  af  an  hour  when  they 
are    usually    the    busiest. 

"The  papers  issue  bulletins  almost 
hourly,  and  we  have  each  saved  quite 
a  neat  sum  by  our  inability  to  read 
French. 

"Rumors  spring  up  constantly:  The 
water  supply  is  cut  off;  the  Germans 
are  almost  upon  us;  the  United  Statei, 
will   send    battleships   for   vTs,   etc. 

"Every  stranger  is  suspected  of  be- 
ing a  spy.  I  have  seen  enough  riots, 
shooting  affrays  and  brutal  beatings 
to  haunt  me  for   i  long  time  to  come. 

"After    our    ari-ival    in    the    city,    we 
were  taken  in  a  body  to  get  our  Paris 
residence    cards    identifying    as    Amer- 
ican   citizens.      V^'e    stood    in    line    over  j 
four    hours    without    an    opportunity    to  ' 
sit    down;    several    women    fainted   and  i 
had  to   be   carried  oar  of   the   line,   but 
we  hung  on   knowing  that  a  step  aside 
for  a  moment   meant  the   loss   of  one's 
place  and  hours  more  of  waiting. 

"And  the  questions  they  asked  us! — 
name,  age,  address,  birthplace,  color, 
height,  weight,  color  of  hair  and  eyes, 
etc.  This  had  to  be  countersigned  by 
the  hostess  of  )ur  "pension"  (hotel) 
who  had  to  guars.nlee  that  we  were  not 
spies. 

"Next  day  we  went  to  the  American 
embassy  to  receive  our  passports  and 
had  another  chance  to  stand  in  line — 
this  time  for  onl.v  two  hours. 

"The  ambassaxlor,  Mr.  HerrIck,  Is  a 
most  marvelouit,  level-headed  man, 
very  fine  lookln,?,  very  business  like 
and  extremely  d<  termined.  He  told  us 
that  almost  20.0(0  Americans  are  now 
In  Paris,  and  added  that  this  is  prob- 
ably the  safest  city  on  the  continent  at 
the  present  tlmt,  for,  while  we  may 
easily  get  into  Spain,  it  will  be  al- 
most Impossible  to  leave  there  for 
America,  whereafi  we  can  be  sent  from 
here  to  Havre,  a.'i  soon  as  a  vessel  can 
be  secured  to  tate  us  home;  and  there 
is  no  place  like  home.  r     a     AUnrann  on^   r^^^n,.

Shipments  of  Foodstuffs  to 
Europe  Are  Further 
Facilitated.     . 

New  York.  Aug.  29.— Shipments  of 
this  country's  foodstuffs  to  European 
ports  were  further  facilitated  yester- 
day by  the  action  of  the  Eastern  trunk 
railroads,  which  ordered  a  resumption 
of  through  bills  of  lading,  subject  to 
minor  restrictions.  It  is  expected  this 
will  have  the  effect  of  vastly  Increas- 
ing American  exports  and  bringing 
about  a  gradual  readjustment  of  the 
foreign  exchange  situation. 

The  approach  of  the  monthly  settle- 
ment period  in  London,  which  calls  for 
heavy  cash  payments  at  that  center 
despite  the  prevailing  moratorium. 
was  a  factor  of  importance  in  the  ex- 
change market  yesterday.  Cables  on 
London  sold  at  $5.08 1/2,  with  $5.07%  for 
demand.  Considerable  business  was 
done  at  these  higher  rates,  which  were 
again  ascribed  in  part  to  the  victories 
credited   to   the  German   arms. 

There  was  another  conference  of  In- 
ternational bankers  regarding  the 
means  to  be  employed  for  the  payment 
of  New  York  warrants  which  mature 
in  the  next  fortnight.  The  amount  due 
London  is  something  like  $12,000,000, 
with  that  much  or  slightly,  more  for 
Paris.  While  most  local  bankers  con- 
tinue their  opposition  to  the  sugges- 
tion that  gold  be  exported,  the  Impres- 
sion prevails  that  only  by  some  ship- 
ments of  gold  to  Canada  can  the  terms  I 
of   this  city's   obligations   be   met.

—  (Special  to 

The  Herald.) — The  city's  new  pumping 

station    at    St.    Mary's    lake    has    been 

completed    and    a    new    pump    with    a 

capacity  of  1.000,000  gallons  a  day 
will  be  supplying  the  city  in  a  short 
tim'-.  The  connection  is  now  being 
made  to  the  main  and  the  installatic>n 
IS  nearly  completed.  The  old  pump 
will  then  be  transferred  to  the  new 
station  and  the  work  divided  betv/een 
the    two. 

Old    Pump    Inadequate. 

The  pump  in  use  at  present  is  in- 
tended to  handU  500,000  gallons  a  day 
but  is  being  used  at  50  per  cent  over 
capacity.  During  hot  weather  it  was 
unable  to  supply  water  fast  enough 
and  the  big  tank  v.-as  diawn  on  for 
40.000  gallons  daily.  With  the  new 
pump  working  the  water  in  the  tank 
can  be  kept  at  a  fixed  level  and  a 
better  pressure  can  be  maintain  id  for 
fires. 

All  water  is  now  carried  from  the 
lake  in  a  ten-inch  main  and  it  is  not 
coi.sidered  wise  to  Increase  the  pres- 
sure to  any  great  extent.  It  is 
planned  to  lay  an  additional  iwelve- 
Inch  main  next  summer  so  that  the 
city  will  not  be  dep.  ndent  on  one 
pipe   line   for   its   water  supply.

HIBBING  GETS  PLANS. 

Designs    for     Proposed     City     and 
County  Building  Received. 

Hibbing,  Minn.,  Aug.  29. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Tentative  sketches  of 
the  proposed  joint  municipal  and  dis- 
trict courthouse  have  been  received 
by  the  village  officials  from  Halstud 
&    Sullivan,   Duluth   architects. 

The  outside  of  the  building  shows  a 
colonial  effect  with  four  large  pillars 
in  the  front  of  the  vari-colored  brick 
building. 

A  massive  entrance  admits  one  to 
a  large  corridor  on  the  first  floor  off 
of  which  opens  the  municipal  court- 
room with  the  office  of  the  judge  in 
connection,  the  sheriff's  office  in  front 
of  a  large  jail,  the  clerk's  office  and 
various  consultation  rooms.  Lavatories 
and  cloak  rooms  are  also  located  on 
this   floor. 

On  the  second  floor  is  the  district 
court  room  with  jury  rooms,  judges 
rooms,  consultation  room,  room  for 
the  court  reporter  and  lavatories  and 
cloak    rooms. 

The  building  Is  66  by  87  feet  while 
the    court    rooms    are    26    by    48.

Northern  Minnesota  affords  splen- 
did opportunities  to  the  farmer  who 
would  make  a  specialty  of  breeding 
beef  cattle,  according  to  some  of  the 
best  experts  on  the  subject.  Some  In- 
teresting facts  bearing  upon  the  de-

Min- 
nesota is  fortunately  located  in  this 
respect,  and  it  is  difficult  to  find  any 
reason  why  a  purebred  herd  of  beef 
cattle  could  not  be  handled  at  many 
places   in   this  state. 

"You  have  a  good  livestock  market 
I  in  your  state  and  this  with  the  rail- 
road connections  which  you  have  from 
the  Northwest  to  the  Chicago  marktt, 
makes  many  points  in  your  state  most 
accessible  for  stockmen  from  the 
Northwest   who  are   shippers   either   to

— Premier 
AsQuith  publicly  reprimanded  the  Lon- 
don Times  in  the  house  of  commons 
this  afternoon  for  having  published  a 
dispatch  which  created  much  excite- 
ment Sunday   morning. 

"The  publication  of  this  dispatch," 
said  the  premier,  "seems  to  me  a  re- 
grettable exception  to  the  patriotic 
reticence  which  the  press  as  a  whole 
has  shown  up  to  the  present,  and  I 
trust   it   will    not   recur." 

Mr.  Asquith  opposed  the  suggestion 
to  allow  correspondents  to  go  to  the 
front,  but  admitted  that  the  public  was 
entitled  to  prompt  and  authentic  in- 
formation as  to  what  is  happening 
there,  and  said  that  arrangements 
were  being  made  which  he  hoped  would 
prove  adequate. 

Hints  of  Drastic  Action. 

Reverting  to  the  Times'  dispatch  the 
premier  then   said: 

"It  may  become  necessary  to  ask  the 
house  to  pai:s  some  drastic  legislation 
which  I  shall  be  very  loath  to  propose 
until   the  urgency  becomes  extreme." 

The  London  Times,  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing, printed  a  dispatch  from  Amiens, 
France,  in  which  the  correspondent 
took  a  very  pessimistic  view  of  the 
situation  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
allies.

A  story  of  how  a  bright  little  Finn 
girl  of  14  is  teaching  her  father  how 
to  run  his  farm  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  state  on  a  scientific  basis,  by 
reading  and  interpreting  university 
bulletins  and  farm  papers  to  him,  came 
to  light  recently  when  K.  D.  Van 
Wagenen,  county  agricultural  agent, 
ran  across  the  homestead  of  John  Kai- 
numaa. 

Kainumaa  is  a  north  woods  farmer 
who  is  unable  to  speak  or  understand 
English  except  with  difficulty.  Yet 
with  thf  help  of  his  industrious  daugh- 
ter he  has  been  able  to  apply  success- 
fully the  latest  and  most  up-to-date 
methods  and  is  having  no  difficulty  in 
showing  a  profit. 

"When  he  ran  across  Kainumaa  on 
a  recent  trip  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  county,"  said  Mr.  Van  Wagenen. 
"we  found  him  busy  on  an  addition  to 
his  house.  John  was  reticent  and  had 
difficulty  in  understanding  us.  Just 
as  we  were  about  rtady  to  give  up  the 
attempt  to  get  acquainted  he  called 
out  his  14-year-old  daughter. 

Daughter  Ik   Interpreter. 

"The  little  girl,  like  rno^t  Finn  chil- 
dren, was  as  bright  and  sharp  as  a 
new  pin,  and  she  fluently  interpreted 
for  us.  Previous  to  her  appearance, 
while  we  were  trying  to  talk  to  her 
father,    we    caught    "university    farm" 


in  the  jumble  of  sounds  coming  from 
his  llpa.  We  were  later  astounded  to 
Iqarn,  through  the  little  girl,  that  she 
read  and  Interpreted  to  her  father, 
farmers'  Institute  annuals,  bulletins, 
and  several  farm  papers,  and  that  cer- 
tain practices  recommended  therein, 
were  being  put  to  use. 

"Not  only  this,  he  had  kept  accounts. 
He  started  poultrying  on  lines  rec- 
ommended by  the  University  farm,  and 
had  made  a  profit  of  $1.30  per  hen  last 
winter.  We  looked  at  his  chicken 
house  and  found  it  conformed  with 
the   best   practical   ideas. 

Raises  Winter  Wheat. 

He  raised  winter  wheat  and  fed  it 
to  his  chickens  in  the  straw.  He  has 
a  three-year  rotation,  and  fed  his  hay, 
grain  and  roots  all  to  livestock.  He 
was  pasturing  cut-over  lands  before 
stumping.  He  was  also  handling  ma- 
nure  properly. 

"We  asked  him  how  he  knew  of 
these  publications,  and  he  said  that 
he  regularly  attended  the  agricultural 
special  trains  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  railroad,  and  first  learjied  of 
them.  And  here  he  was  ten  miles  out 
In  the  woods,  with  few  neighbors,  on 
a  poor  road,  with  swamp  on  two  sides 
of  him,  reading  bulletins,  successfully 
applying  up-to-date  methods,  and 
making  more  money  because  of  it.  It 
goes  to  show  that  the  University  farm 
is  worth  something  to  the  farmers  of 
Minnesota."

A  story  of  how  a  bright  little  Finn 
girl  of  14  is  teaching  her  father  how 
to  run  his  farm  In  the  northern  part 
of  the  state  on  a  scientific  basis,  by 
reading  and  interpreting  university 
bulletins  and  farm  papers  to  him,  came 
to  light  recently  when  K.  D.  Van 
Wagcnen,  county  agricultural  agent, 
ran  across  the  homestead  of  John  Kai- 
numaa. 

Kainumaa  is  a  north  woods  farmer 
who  is  unable  to  speak  or  understand 
p:ngnsh  except  with  difficulty.  Yt  t 
with  the  help  of  his  industrious  daugh- 
tt  r  he  has  been  able  to  apply  succe.<?s- 
fully  the  latest  and  most  up-to-date 
methods  and  is  having  no  difficulty  in 
showing  a  profit. 

"When  he  ran  across  Kainumaa  on 
a  recent  trip  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  county,'  said  Mr.  Van  Wagenen, 
"we  found  him  busy  on  an  addition  to 
his  house.  John  was  reticent  and  had 
dilTiculty  in  understanding  us.  Just 
as  we  were  about  rt  ady  to  give  up  the 
attempt  to  get  acquainted  he  called 
out  his  14-year-old  daughter. 

Daughter  In   Intersreter. 

"The  little  girl,  like  nio»t  P^inn  chil- 
dren, was  as  bright  and  sharp  as  a 
new  pin.  and  she  fluently  interpreted 
for  us.  I'revious  to  her  appearance, 
whiU  we  wtre  trying  to  talk  to  her 
tatht-r,    we    caught    "university    farm" 


in  the  jumble  of  sounds  coming  from 
his  lips.  We  were  later  astounded  to 
lo^arn,  through  the  little  girl,  that  she 
read  and  Interpreted  to  her  father, 
farmers'  institute  annuals,  bulletins, 
and  several  farm  papers,  and  that  cer- 
tain practices  recommended  therein, 
were  being  put   to  use. 

"Not  only  this,  he  had  kept  accounts. 
He  started  poultrying  on  lines  rec- 
ommended by  the  University  farm,  and 
had  made  a  profit  of  $1.30  per  hen  last 
winter.  We  looked  at  his  chicken 
house  and  found  it  conformed  with 
the   best   practical    ideas. 

RnitseM  Winter  Wheat. 

He  raised  winter  wheat  and  fed  it 
to  his  chickens  in  the  straw.  He  has 
a  three-year  rotation,  and  fed  his  hay, 
grain  and  roots  all  to  livestock.  He 
was  pasturing  cut-over  lands  before 
stumping.  He  was  also  handling  ma- 
nure  properly. 

"We  asktd  him  how  he  knew  of 
these  publications,  and  he  said  that 
he  regularly  attended  the  agricultural 
special  trains  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  railroad,  and  first  learjied  of 
them.  And  here  he  was  ten  miles  out 
In  the  woods,  with  ftw  neighbors,  on 
a  poor  road,  with  swamp  on  two  sides 
of  him,  reading  bulletins,  successfully 
applying  up-to-date  methods,  and 
making  more  money  because  of  it.  It 
goes  to  show  that  the  University  farm 
is  worth  something  to  the  farmers  of 
Minnesota."

The  Delmonico  restaurant.  417  West 
Superior  street,  was  closed  and  dis- 
mantled this   morning-. 

The  Delmonico  was  the  largest  cafe 
in  the  city,  except  those  maintained  in 
connection  with  hotels.  and  daily- 
served  large  numbers  of  patrons.  Dur- 
ing the  morning  and  this  noon  many 
people  waliced  through  the  door.  They 
didn't  notice  that  It  had  gone  out  of 
bu.slness  over  night  until  they  were 
inside. 

W.  A.  Wagner,  the  proprietor,  said 
today  that  he  was  compelled  to  close 
because  Albert  N.  Seip  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  the  owner  of  the  property,  has 
persistently  refused  to  malte  badly 
needed  repairs. 

'•We  have  run  the  restaurant  for  ten 
years  and  during  that  time  have  spent 
about  115,000  for  repairs  which  should 
properl-,'  have  been  made  by  the  own- 
er," said  Mr.  Wagner.  "As  the  rent 
was  $625  a  month  we  couldn't  continue 
to  bear  the  burden. 

Place  Iiiitanltarr. 

"The  sanitary  conditions  have  been 
such  that  they  have  been  driving  away 
business.  The  basement  is  in  such 
shape  that  the  smell  permeates  to  the 
main  room,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
floor  is  really  five  floors  laid  one  on 
top  of  the  other.  In  places  we  have 
had  to  use  boiler  steel  to  prevent  it 
from  collapsing.  The  whole  building 
is  in  bad  shape,  not  to  mention  the 
rats  and  bugs  with  which  it  is  in- 
fested." 

Mr.  Wagner  stated  that  the  inspec- 
tors of  the  health  department  have  re- 
peatedly warned  him  to  improve  the 
premises  or  it  might  be  necessary  to 
instiLute  proceedings  to  put  the  res- 
taurant out  of  business.  He  explained 
that  he  had  informed  the  department 
that  he  realized  the  merits  of  the  com- 
plaints but  was  making  every  effort  to 
induce  the  ow^ner  to  make  the  needed 
improvements.  He  said  that  besides 
being  thoroughly  renovated  a  new 
floor  and  a  heating  plant  as  well  as 
other  repairs  are  absolutely  necessary. 
The  room  has  been  heated  with  stoves, 
a  furnace  never  having  been  installed. 
Mr.  Wagner  said  that  he  has  not  had  a 
lease    on    the    property.

Booth   cnven  Free. 

G.  H.  Bate,  vice  chairman  of  the 
committee  in  charge  of  the  third  an- 
nual exposition,  informed  Postmaster 
McEwen  this  morning  that  a  booth 
will  be  given  free  of  charge  to  the 
government  and  that  a  parcel  post  ex- 
hibit will  be  welcome.  Mr.  McEwen 
will  appoint  one  of  the  postoffice  em- 
ployes who  Is  acquainted  with  the 
parcel  post  system  and  mails  to  take 
charge  of  the  exhibit  and  prepare  the 
government  booth  for  the  exposition.

SAFETY  BOAT 
MAKES  PORT 

New  Howard  Hanna,  With 

Latest  Improvements, 

on  First  Trip  Here. 


The  steamer  Howard  M.  Hanna  of 
the  Richardson  fleet,  th(^  new  "safety" 
boat,  arrived  in  the  Duluth  harbor  yes- 
terday on  her  first  trip  up  the  lakes. 
She  brought  up  a  cargo  of  coal  and  is 
now  unloading  at  the  Pittsburg  dock. 
No.  7.  This  boat  takes  the  place  in 
the  fleet  of  the  steamer  Howard  Hanna 
which  was  lost  last  November  off  Point 
Aux  Barques,  Lake  Michigan,  in  the 
big  storm. 

The  new  Hanna  has  eighteen-inch 
dead  lights  instead  of  windows,  steel 
doors,  steel  skylight  over  the  engine 
room  and  other  improvements.  The 
hatch  combings  are  hig-her  than  on 
other  boats,  an  improvement  found 
necessary  in   bad  weather. 

After  the  big  storm  1-a.st  year  these 
improvements  were  advised,  as  the 
heavy  seas  Avrecked  the  ^vindows  and 
doors  in  many  of  the  boats. 

Capt.  John  Babbitt  is  sailing  the  new 
Hanna.  She  is  524  feet  long  with  a 
54-foot   beam.

WAR  IS  THE  SHAME 
OF  CHRISTIAN  NATIONS. 

"This  European  war  Is  not  the 
Armageddon  conflict  but  signalizes  the 
approach  of  the  federation  of  the  na- 
tions under  one  mighty  head  and  the 
centralization  of  Christianity  into  a 
great  imperious  politico-industrial 
world  system,"  said  Rev.  Milton  Fish, 
pastor  of  the  Cemtral  Baptist  church. 
Twentieth  avenue  west  and  First 
street,  in  a  sermon  on  "Peace  With 
God"    last    night. 

"The  heap  of  4,500  dead  Germans 
is  ruin  for  this  life  only,  but  the 
fact  that  professing  Christian  nations 
engage  in  such  war,  makes  the 
'heathen*  Chinese  sneer  at  Christianity 
and  thousands  are  turned  away  from 
the  only  way  of  salvation,"  he  said. 

"Thank  God  we  are  not  condemned 
to  wait  a  long  time  before  deliverance 
comes.  When  the  sin  of  the  earth 
shall  have  reached  its  climax,  Christ 
will  descend  onto  the  earth  and  over- 
throw the  nations  of  Armageddon  in 
Palestine  and  u.sher  in  a  era  of  peace 
and    Chrlstianlzation    of   the    world. 

"Terrible  as  is  this  war.  it  is  but 
a  superficial  sor^",  compared  with  the 
cancer  of  sin  that  has  poisoned  the 
whole  body  of  civilization.  If  we  see 
this  war  as  but  a  shadow  of  the  great- 
er havoc  of  ungodliness  in  the  ideals 
and  morals  of  the  race,  we  will  learn 
God's    lesson. 

"Perhaps  men  will  cease  to  prate  of 
the  inherent  goodness  of  man  Per- 
haps we  will  hear  less  of  a  'fall  up- 
ward.' or  the  spiritual  evolution  of  so- 
ciety."

Aside  from  a  few  small  jags,  no 
grain  is  being  offered  and  all  the  con- 
tract boats  that  have  been  named  to 
load  at  Chicago  during  the  next  week 
are  not  sure  of  getting  cargoes.  The 
shippers  will  not  accept  tonnage  very 
far  ahead.

RESERVE  LOT  HOME 

Six  Weeks'  Leave  of  Ab- 
sence Given  Half  Mil- 
lion Men. 

London,  Aug.   31,   5:35   a.  m. The  St 

Petersburg  correspondent  of  the  Post 
discussing  the  military  situation  in 
Russia   says: 

"The  relative  situations  of  Germany 
and  Russia  after  a  month  of  war  are 
shown  admirably  in  contrast  by  the 
German  action  In  summoning  school 
boys  to  the  colors  and  Russia's  deci- 
sion today  to  grant  six  weeks  leave 
of  absence  to  the  reservists  of  the 
1907    term   of   service. 

"These  reservists  have  recently  been 
With  the  colors  at  different  posts  and 
were  subject  to  a  call  to  the  front 
Today  it  was  found  possible  to  al- 
low them  to  return  home  for  a  nominal 
term  of  six  weeks.  They  are  to  hold 
themselves  in  readiness  to  respond  to 
the  next   call. 

"It  is  reported  that  some  of  the  men 
took  the  permission  to  return  home 
most  grudgingly  as  they  had  counted 
on   a   quick   advance   to   the   front. 

"Russia  can  thus,  in  the  heat  of  a 
hard-fought  war  afford  to  let  some- 
thing like  half  a  million  mobilized  re- 
servists   go    home   again."

"In  this  effort  It  was  frustrated  by 
the  steadiness  and  skill  with  which 
the  British  retirement  was  conducted, 
and  as  on  the  previous  day  very  heavy 
lo.s.se3,  far  in  excess  of  anything  suf- 
fered by  us,  were  inflicted  on  the 
eneiny,  who.  in  dense  formation  and  In 
enormous  masses,  marChed  forward 
again  and  yet  again  to  storm  the 
British  lines. 

"The  British  retirement  proceeded 
on  the  25tlr  witli  continuous  fighting, 
though  not  on  the  scale  of  the  previous 
two  days,  and  by  the  night  of  the  25th 
the  British  army  occupied  the  line  of 
Cambral,  Landrtcies  and  Le  Cateau. 
iCambrat  is  a  fortified  town  In  the  de- 
partment of  the  north  thirty-two  miles 
southeast  of  Lille  on  the  river  Scheldt. 
Le  Cateau  is  fourteen  miles  east  by 
southeast  of   Cambral.) 

"It  had  been  intended  to  resume  the 
retirement  at  daybreak  on  the  26th, 
but  the  Germac  attack,  in  which  no 
le.ss  than  Ave  army  corps  were  en- 
gaged, was  so  close  and  fierce  that  It 
was  not  possible  to  carry  out  this  In- 
tention until  ttie  aflernoon. 
Battle  on  Auk-  26. 
"The  battle  on  this  day,  the  26th, 
was  of  a  mo«t  severe  and  desperato 
character.  The  troops  offered  a  su- 
perb and  most  stubborn  resistance  to 
the  tremenduous  odds  with  which  they 
w^ere  confronted,  and  at  length  extri- 
cated themselves  In  good  order,  though 
with  serious  losses  and  under  the 
heaviest  artillery  rtie.  No  guns  were 
taken  by  the  enemy  except  those  the 
horses  of  wnich  had  all  been  killed, 
or  which  were  shattered  by  high  ex- 
plosive shells. 

"Gen.  French  estimates  that  during 
the  whole  of  these  operations,  from 
the  23rd  to  tne  26th  inclusive,  his 
losses  amjounted  to  5,000  or  6.000  men. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  losses  suffered 
by  the  Germans  In  their  attacks 
across  the  open,  and  through  their 
dense  formation,  are  out  of  .ill  pro- 
portion to  those  which  we  have  suf- 
fered. 

Slanfchter  of  CJermana. 
"In  Landreoi«s  alone,  on  the  25th,  as 
an  instance,  a  German  Infantry  corps 
advanced  in  close  formation  .ilong  a 
narrow  street  which  they  completely 
filled.  Our  machine  guns  were  brought 
to  bear  on  this  line.  The  head  of  the 
column  was  swept  away.  A  frightful 
panic  ensued  and  it  is  estimated  that 
800  or  900  dead  or  wounded  Germans 
were  left  In  this  street  alone. 

"Since  the  26th,  apart  from  cavalry 
fighting,  the  British  army  has  not  been 
molested.  It  has  rested  and  refitted 
after  its  extreme  energies  and  glorl- 
ou.=t  achievements.  Reinforcements 
amounting  to  double  the  losses  sus- 
tained already  have  joined.  Every  gun 
has  been  replaced,  and  the  c.rmy  Is 
now  all  ready  to  take  part  in  the  next 
great  encounter  with  undiminished 
strength. 

Checked  By  the  French. 
"Today  the  news  Is  again  favorable. 
The  British  have  not  been  engaged, 
but  the  French  armies,  acting  vigor- 
ously on  the  right  and  left.  have,  for 
the  time  being,  brought  the  German 
attack   to    a    stand.'jtill. 

"Sir  John  French  also  reports  that 
on  the  28th  the  British  Fifth  cavalry 
was  In  a  skirmish,  in  the  course  of 
which  the  Twelfth  lanoers  and  the 
RoyaJ  Scots  Grey  routed  the  enemy 
and  speared  a  large  number  In  flight. 
"It  must  be  remembered  throughout 
that  the  operations  In  France  are  vast, 
and  that  we  are  only  on  one  wing  of 
the  whole  field  of  battle.  This  strate- 
eic  position  of  ourselves  and  our  al- 
lies. Is  such  that,  whereas  a  decisive 
victory  for  our  armies  in  France  prob- 
ablv  will  not  defeat  all  the  enemy,  it 
will  stop  the  grip  of  the  enemy's  best 
troops." 

Preaeh   Retreat    Maaterly. 
An    Amiens  dispatch     to     the     Daily 
Chronicle  says: 

"The  French  retirement  before  the 
German  horde  advancing  from  Namur.

This  morning  they  were  reported  at 
La  Fere,  twenty  miles  southwest  of 
the  point  where  the  British  soldiers 
fought  them  valiantly,  and  only  sixty 
miles  from  Paris.  If  they  can  break 
through  the  line  here  in  force,  they 
will  stand  between  the  allies  and 
Paris,  with  a  clear  road  open  to  the 
French   capital. 

At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  re- 
hiemhered  that  every  day's  delay  of 
the  German  invasion  is  a  victory  for 
the  allies.  The  Russian  invasion  of 
Prussia  continues,  and  seems  to  be 
gaining  some  ground.  There  are  ap- 
parently credible  reports  that  Ger- 
man soldiers  are  being  moved  from 
France  and  Belgium  to  East  Prussia; 
which  may  indicate  either  that  the 
Germans  are  completely  confident  of 
the  result  in  France  or  that  they  are 
seriously  perturbed  about  the  Russian 
movement  against  Berlin. 

The  slender  reports  that  have  crept 
out  from  the  field  of  conflict  show 
that  the  British  troops  have  main- 
tained their  splendid  reputation  for 
firallantry  and  intrepidity,  and  that 
they  have  painted  new  glories  upon 
their  banners.  Outnumbered  in  al- 
most every  engagement,  they  have 
fought  heroically,  and  though  de- 
feated by  force  of  numbers,  they 
have  retired  always  with  honor.

Some  few  months  ago  whon  Mr 
Bryan  went  down  to  Norfolk,  Va..  to 
receive  Mr.  Muller,  the  Brazilian  sec- 
retary of  state,  his  attention  was 
called  to  the  fact  that  he  really  ought 
to  be  wearing  a  high  hat  Instead  of 
the  every-day  dome  covering  he  had 
brought  along. 

Mr.  Bryan  readily  agreed  to  do 
whatever  his  high  position  demanded 
of  him,  and  so  he  borrrowed  a  silk  hat 
from  a  steamboat  captain.  It  was  an 
eighth  of  a  size  smaller  than  he  had 
been  wearing  and  sat  high  on  his  head 
rather  rakishly,  but  knowing  It  was 
the  only  silk  hat  to  be  had,  Mr.  IJryans 
conscience  was  clear  and  he  worried 
about  it  not  at  all.

When    It  wffs   noised   about  tho  state 
department    one    day    that    Mr.     Bryan 
was    going    to    Introduce    his    flr.st    for- 
eign    ambassador      to      the     president 
there  was  a  flurry  In  the  office  of  the 
third  assistant  secretary,  and  in  a  few 
moments    a    trusted    messenger    might 
have  been  seen    dashing  into  Mr.  Bryan's 
outer  office.     He  carried   a  little   type- 
written  treatise,  or  set  of  instructions 
based  on  established  custom  and  prec- 
edent,  showing,  how   one      goes     about 
presenting  a  diplomat  to  the  president 
These    Instructions    covered    sev.jn     or 
eight   pages   of    compactly   typewritten 
language.      By    carefully    and    thought- 
fully   reading    these    Mr.    Bryan    could 
learn    how    to    comport    himself. 

The  secretary  of  state  read  half  way 
down  the  first  page  and  then  impa- 
tiently crumbled  over  the  sheets  to  see 
how  much  more  there  was  to  read.  Ap- 
palled at  the  number  of  pages,  he 
pushed  them  from  him  and  turned 
away  with  a  sigh  of  disgust,  saying: 

"I  could  introduce  three  or  four  am. 
bassadors  in  less  time  than  it  would 
take  to  read  all  that." 

And  he  determined  that  he  would 
trust  to  luck  and  the  inspiration  of  the 
moment  to  get  through  his  part  of  the 
exercises. 

Thus  It  has  come  to  pass  that  the 
only  features  of  the  ceremony  that  ad- 
here strictly  to  the  typewritten  rules 
and  regulations  are  those  which  ar© 
not  arranged  by  Mr.  Bryan  himself. 

On  the  date  set  /or  the  presentation 
one  of  the  White  House  automobiles 
conveys  the  president's  chief  military 
aide  to  the  stat*  -department  for  the 
secretary  of  state,  and  they  set  forth 
together  in  quest  of  the  newly  arrived 
diplomat.  The  rules  say  "carriage." 
but  that  shows  how  much  the  rules 
need  revamping,  for  there  arj  no 
White  House  carriages  In  these  gas- 
propelled  days.  Formerly  a  second 
carriage  or  automobile  was  sent  after 
the  first  secretary  of  the  embassy  and 
<*tj?e"  entitled  to  be  at  the  pres«nta- 
tl<fh.  but  of  late  years  conveyanc.js  for 
all  except  the  ambassador  himself  have 
been  taken  care  of  by  the  embassy. 
The  others  can  go  by  taxlcab,  private 
conveyance  or  by  whatever  meang  they 
prefer.

It  Is  prescribed  that  In  proceeding 
from  the  embjuMK  or  legation  to  the 
waiting  aut<>^  IFfe  secretary  of  state 
shall  walk  at  the  left  of  his  guest  and 
he  must  sit;  on  the  left  hand  side  in 
the  auto,  with  the  White  House  mili- 
tary aide  facing  him.  But  William 
Jennings  Bryan  does  not  fret  over 
these  minor  details.  If  he  feels  like 
viewing  the  Washington  scenery  from 
the  right  Instead  of  the  left  side  of  the 
auto  he  does  so.  And  who  shall  say 
him  nay?

ing to  him  from  time  to  time  with 
much  kindness.  It  is  not  considered 
good  form  to  bid  an  ambassador  fare  ' 
well  in  such  circumstances  on  the 
front  steps. 

Throughout  the  entire  performance 
there  is  no  serious  or  sudden  departure 
from  formality  or  custom,  and  vet  It 
has  become  more  informal — simply  be- 
cause Mr.  Bryan  carries  with  him  a 
care-free  atmosphere  of  unanxiety 
about  printed  or  typewritten  forms  and 
regulations.

The  European  Ideal  bears  its  full  fruit 
of  ruin  and  savagery  just  at  the  mo- 
ment when  the  American  ideal  lays 
before  the  world  a  great  work  of 
peace,  good  will  and  fair  play.  The 
infernal  blaze  of  destruction  there 
lights  up  the  fulfillment  of  a  great 
work  of  construction  here.  While  the 
madmen  of  Europe  tug  at  the  pillars 
of  the  temple  of  civilization,  the  Pan- 
ama canal  Is  thrown  open  to  the  world 
Scandal  did  not  stain  It,  though  pre- 
vious experience  had  led  to  a  cynical 
disbelief  in  the  possibility  of  a  Pan- 
ama canal  being  created  without  scan- 
dal. Not  a  dollar  of  taxation  was 
taken  from  a  toiler's  pocket  to  build  It.

duties  In  k<»eping  up  to  schedule.   Days 
"off"  are  suspended  and  every  employe  |

fice.      No     one     knows    how,     when     or  I 
where   events    will   turn    so   as    to    give ! 
local  interest  in  the  war  situation.  The 
ramifications     of     the     news     are     such 
that    an    inlemational    conflict    touches 
the  vital  concern  of  countless  millions 
all  over  the  earth.

Paris.  Aug.  31. — A  German  aeroplane 
appeared  over  Paris  Sunday  afternoon 
and  dropped  a  bomb  Into  the  city.  No 
damage  was  done,  and  though  startled 
by  this  threatening  occurrence,  Paris- 
ians remained  tranquil.  All  have  been 
gradually  accustomed  to  consider  much 
more  serious  events  as  possibilities, 
and  the  people  of  the  capital  are  equal 
to  either  fortune — hard-won  success  in 
the  north  or  a  temporary  reverse. 

An  official  communication  issued  by 
the  military  goveri  cr  Saturday  night 
ordering  that  the  houses  within  the 
zone  of  action  of  the  Paris  forts  be 
evacuated  and  ra2ed.  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  much  discussion,  and  upon  this 
order,  rumors  of  various  kinds  spread 
throughout  the  city.  Gen.  La  Croix, 
military  editor  of  the  Temps,  takes  a 
hopeful    \lew    of    the   situation    saying: 

"The  Gern^ans  continue  their  turning 
movement  on  their  right.  Wt  have  re- 
plied by  assi  mlng  the  offensive  at 
Novion  Portlen  and  at  Guise.  The  re 
suit  ".s  indecisive  In  the  first  direction, 
but  our  pttack  will  be  resumed."

GERMAN  SAMOANS 
YIELD  TO  ENGUSH 


London,  Aug.  31.— The  official  in- 
formation bureau  announces  that  Apia 
(a  seaport  of  Upolu,  Samoan  i.'slands 
and  capital  of  the  German  part  of  the 
group)  surrendered  on  the  morning  of 
Aug.  29  to  a  British  force  from  New 
Zealand. 

(J.-rniany's  Samoan  territory  has  been 
consid<  red  her  most  strategic  posses- 
sion In  the  Pacific.  Following  the  dis- 
solution of  the  agreement  of  1898  by 
which  the  United  States,  Germany  and 
Great  Britain  joined  In  guaranteeing 
the  neutrality  and  Independence  of  the 
Samoan  group  a  treaty  of  partition 
was  signed  In  Washington  In  1899. 

By  this  treaty  all  three  powers  con- 
tinued to  enjoy  equality  of  commerce 
but  Great  Britain's  territorial  claims 
were  extinguished  and  the  Islands  were 
divided  between  the  United  States  and 
Germany.  The  two  largest  Lslands. 
Upolu  and  Savail,  with  some  smaller 
members  of  the  group,  passed  to  Ger- 
many. 

Apia,    seiz^    by    the    British,    is    the 
commercial    metropolis    of    the    groups 
contains    many   fine  churches   and    resi-  I 
dences  and   is  the  seat  of  the   training 
college    of   the   London    missionary   so- 
ciety. 


London,  Aug.  SI. — An  official  state- 
ment issued  last  night,  in  describing 
the  action  between  the  British  and 
German  warships  off  Helgoland  Sat- 
urday,   says: 

"The  principle  of  the  operation  was 
a  scouting  movement  by  a  strong 
force  of  destroyers  to  cut  off  the  Ger- 
man light  craft  from  home  and  en- 
gage them  at  leisure  in  the  open 
sea." 

After  briefly  describing  the  sinking 
of  three  German  cruisers — the  Mainz, 
Coeln  and  Adriadnc — the  statement 
continues: 

"The  British  destroyers  exposed 
themselves  to  considerable  risk  in  try- 
ing to  save  as  many  as  possible  of 
the  German  sailors.  British  sailors 
continued  in  this,  notwithstanding  the 
Germans  were  firing  at  them  with 
pistols. 

"The  complements  of  the  five  Ger- 
man vessels  known  to  have  been  sunk 
aggregated  1,200  officers  and  men.  all 
of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  330 
rescued,  wounded  and  otherwise,  per- 
ished." 

Twenty-nine  Brttixh  Killed. 
Twenty-nine  killed  and  thirty-eight 
wounded  was  the  price  In  men  paid 
by  the  British  for  the  naval  action 
against  the  Germans  in  Helgoland 
strait  Friday.  The  admiralty  an- 
nounces   the    casualties     as    follows: 

"The  light  cruiser  Arethusa  lost 
Lieut.  Eric  Westmacott  and  nine  men 
killed,  four  men  seriously  wounded 
and  Lieut.  Robinson  and  eleven  men 
wounded,    but   not    seriously. 

"The  torpedo  boat  destroyer  Liber- 
ty lost  Lieutenant  Commander  Barte- 
lott  and  six  men  killed,  one  man  has 
since  died  from  wounds;  one  danger- 
ously wounded;  five  seriously 
wounded   and   five    slightly   wounded. 

"The  destroyer  Laurel  suffered  ten 
mtn  killed;  one  has  since  died  of  his 
wounds;  two  men  dangerously 
wounded;  seven  seriously  wounded, 
and    two    slightly    wounded." 

"Perfect  In  Kxerwtlon." 
The  Liberty,  one  of  the  British  de- 
stroyers which  took  part  in  the  bat- 
tle, was  hit  by  a  shell  which  shat- 
tered her  mast  and  tore  away  part 
of  her  bridge  first  of  all,  and  then 
smashed  her  searchlights  and  killed 
her         commander,  Lieut.  Com- 

mander   Nigel     K.    W.     Bartelott      and 
William    Butcher,    his    signalman. 

Accounts  of  the  battle  say  it  was 
perfect  In  execution  as  well  as  In  plan. 
Led  at  dawn  by  a  fearless  small  de- 
tachment, the  destroyers  crept  within 
the  German  lines  between  Helgoland 
and  the  German  coast.  An  aeroplane 
sighted  them  and  gave  the  news  to  the 
Germans,  whose  destroyers  then  came 
out. 

T<nred  Germanii  te  Sea. 
The  British  destroyers  lured  the  Ger- 
mans to  the  open  sea,  where  other  de- 
stroyers were  waiting,  spread  out  In 
fan  shape.  A  small  engagement  fol- 
lowed, and  then  the  German  cruisers 
came  out. 

The  British  light  cruiser  Arethusa. 
after  a  sighting  shot,  got  her  rangj-; 
splendidly  and  hit  the  foremost  gun  of 
one  of  the  German  cruisers,  demolish- 
ing It.  The  Arethusa  then  fired  a  few 
broadsides  at  the  enemy.  Her  prac- 
tice was  excellent.  She  hit  a  German 
cruiser  which  at  once  hurst  into  smoke 
and  flame,  but  soon  afterward  a  Ger- 
man shot  did  some  damage  to  the  en- 
gine room   of  the   Arethusa. 

The  destroyers  Liberty  and  Laerte."* 
fought  a  grand  fight.  A  shell  broue*ht 
down  the  ma.it  of  the  Liberty.  The 
Laertes  was  hit  amidships,  a  hole  was 
shot  through  her  funnel,  her  forward 
puns  were  damaged  and  she  received 
also  a  shell  in  the  dynamo  room  and  a 
shot  aft  which  wrecked  her  cabin. 
ririnic  WmM  Deadly. 
It  was  hot  work,  but  at  that  moment 
the  Britl.sh  light  cruisers  and  battle 
cruisers  appeared.  It  was  the  moment 
for  which  they  had  been  waiting  and 
the  execution  was  deadly.  The  first 
shot  from  one  of  the  British  cruisers 
sank  a  German  cruiser  which  had  been 
battering   a   destroyer. 

The  German  fleet  then  turned  and 
fled  in  the  direction  of  Cuxhaven.  but 
w^as  pursued  by  British  destroyers, 
which  did  terrible  execution  with  thetr 
four-inch    guns. 

Many  of  the  German.<»  landed  after 
the  battle  from  the  Brlti.«h  ships  were 
wounded  by  revolver  bullets.  Tt  Is  de- 
clared that  the  revolvers  were  used  by 
German  officer.^  to  prevent  their  men 
from  surrenderlnsr  to  the  British  boat.« 
which  had  put  off  to  save  their  drown- 
ing opponents.  Some  of  the  boats  low- 
ered to  the  rescue  of  the  Germans,  it 
Is  said,  were  fired  tipon  by  German 
cruisers. 

"Without    Slgnlflcanee.'* 
A  dispatch   received  here  by  Marconi 
wireless    from    Berlin    .«ays    an    official 
statement   concerning  the   naval   battle 
off  Helgoland  says: 

"The  naval  eneragement  near  Helgo- 
land Is  treated  by  the  press  as  being 
without  significance,  and  as  an  oc- 
currence which  cannot  affect  the  gen- 
eral situation."

— According  to 
8{^atistics  recently  completed  by  Ernest 
F.  Bouchard  of  the  United  States  geo- 
logicl  survey,  the  production  and  ship- 
ments of  iron  ore  in  the  United  States 
exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year. 
The  crude  Iron  ore  mined  In  the  United 
States  in  1913  amounted  to  61.980,437 
long  tons,  compared  with  65,150,147 
tons    mined    in    1912 — an      increase      of 

6,830,a;>0  tons,  or  12.38  per  cent.  The 
iron  ore  shipped  from  the  mines  in  the 
United  States  in  1913  amounted  to  59,- 
6'13,098  long  tons,  valued  at  $130,905,558, 
compared  with  57,017,614  long  tons, 
valued  at  $107,050,153.  marketed  in  i;U2 
— an  Increase  in  quantity  of  2,625,484 
long  tons,  or  -4.60  per  cent,  and  in 
value  of  $23,855,405,  or  22.28  per  cent. 
The  average  price  of  ore  per  ton  for 
the  whole  country  in  1913  was  $2.19, 
compared  with  $1.88  In  1912.  These 
quantities  of  ore,  both  mined  and  mar- 
keted, include  the  Iron  ore  used  for 
fluxing  other  metallic  ores  at  smelters 
in  the  Middle  and  Western  states,  but 
do  not  include  the  iron  ore  sold  for 
the  manufacture  of  paint.  The  Iron  ore 
mirketed  for  paint  In  1913  amounted 
to  16.950  long  tons,  valued  at  $44,851. 
Tlio  ore  reported  as  sold  for  fiuxlng 
purposes  other  than  in  the  manufac- 
tur.!  of  pig  iron  amounted  to  62,842 
long  tons,  valued  at  $235,588,  In  1913.

HE  cause  of  most  earaches  ta 
not  get-at-able  from  the 
outer  ear.  That  is  why  ear- 
drops do  not  often  put  a  stop 
to  them.  But  even  if  the  pain 
seems  temporarily  alleviated 
by  drops  it  should  not  be  taken  for 
granted  that  no  further  ill  effects  will 
ensue. 

Nowadays  par^ts  do  not  take  the 
long  chances  parents  took  on  home 
doctoring  a  generation  ago.  Earache 
has  been  removed  from  the  domestic 
class  and  placed  in  the  category  of 
ailments  demanding  medical  attention. 
It  is  not  one  whit  more  serious  than 
it  used  to  be  when  we  were  children, 
but  It  Is  now  considered  better  to  be 
safe  than  sorry. 

Inflammation  Always  Present. 
In  every  instance  earache  is  due  to 
some  inflammatory  cause,  either  in  the 
outer  canal  or,  more  frequently,  In  the 
inner  organ — what  doctors  call  the 
middle  ear.  Inside  the  drum.  A  boil  In 
the  external  canal  certainly  will  pro- 
duce as  exquisite  earache  as  one  could 
desire;  and  local  remedies,  if  not  local 
surgery,  will  give  relief.  But  local 
treatment  for  the  average  earache  may 
do  more  harm  than  good.  Delay  in 
seeking  professional  advice  often  leads 
to  loss  of  hearing,  sometimes  to  loss 
of  life. 

Inflammation  of  the  inner  (middle) 
ear  results  from  present  or  recent  In- 
flammation of  the  nose  or  throat — 
coryza  (head  "cold"),  adenoids,  ton- 
silltis  or  sore  throat,  scarlet  fever  or 
measles.  Infection  travels  up  the 
Eustachian  tubes  from  the  back  of  the 
nasal  passages  to  the  cavity  of  the 
inner   ear. 

If  pus  (matter)  forms  as  a  result  of 
the  inflammation  in  the  ear,  as  It  is 
pretty  certain  to  do,  the  patient  is  in 
danger  till  the  pus  finds  an  outlet, 
either  by  the  "gathering"  breaking 
through  the  drum  or  by  incision  of  the 
drum  before  it  bursts.  Abscess  (a 
gathering)  in  the  Inner  ear  Is  one  of 
the  serious  results  of  the  so-called 
common  "cold."  It  is  one  more  argu- 
ment for  Isolating  persons  with  colds, 
or  for  keeping  children  away  from 
them. 

The  Risk  to  Mfe. 
The  chief  danger  from  earache  Is 
that  the  inflammation  may  extend 
through  a  paper-thin  wall  of  bone  di- 
rectly Into  the  brain  and  cause  brain 
abscess  or  meningitis.  Usually,  how- 
ever, the  Infiammation  penetrates  the 
air-spaces  In  the  bone  behind  the  inner 
ear — the  mastoid  bone — and  sets  up 
mastoiditis. 

Don't  drop  oil  in  the  ear  canal.  Use 
v/arm  glycerine  instead.  Gentle  warm 
douching  of  the  canal  relieves  the  pain. 
Hot    mustard     foot     baths    are     always 


helpful.  An  active  cathartic  is  aljo 
advisable.  Do  not  resfcJt  yto  laudanum 
or  other  symptom-mai^Wng  drugs  with- 
out medical  advice.  •  An>'thing  thAt 
will  really  reduce  tlie .  congestion  In 
the  nose,  throat  and  Biptachlan  tub'js 
will  help  to  relieve  the  p^n  in  the  ear 
and  stop  the  inflammation  too.  A  bag 
of  salt  well  heated  and  applied  ovjr 
the  ear  is  soothing,  but  hot  foot  baths 
or  full  baths  are  more  rational.

ORDER  AHAGKS 

THE  HiCKEN  LAW 

Constitutionality  of  Liquor 

Code  Is  Questioned 

in  Injunction. 

The  constitutionality  of  the  Hicken 
code  and  the  state  law  regulating  li- 
quor licenses  Is  attacked  In  the  peti- 
tion for  the  order  restraining  the  city 
council  from  revoking  the  license  of 
the  St.  Louis  hotel.  The  order  was 
served  on  Mayor  Prince  at  the  city 
hall  this  morning.  It  is  returnable 
Friday. 

The  complaint  against  the  city  par- 
ticularly rtiiacks  tiie  constitutionality 
of  section  18  of  the  Hicken  code, 
which  states  that  "where  a  license  has 
been  granted  to  any  person  and  It  shall 
thereafter  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  council  that  the  holder  of  such 
license  is  not  of  good  moral  character 
or  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  council  may  re- 
voke the  said  license." 

The  substance  of  the  complaint  is 
embodied    in   the  following  section: 

"Plaintiff  further  alleges  that  sec- 
tion 1538,  Revised  Laws  of  Minnesota, 
1905  (on  which  part  of  the  ordinance 
Is  ba.«ed>  is  Invalid  and  of  no  elfect 
and  is  In  conflict  with  due  process 
and  law  provisions  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  in  that  the  notice  of 
hearing  upon  the  revocation  provided 
for  in  said  statute  is  not  required  to 
be  given  or  served  for  any  definite  or 
reasonable  time  before  action  Is  per- 
mitted to  be  taken  upon  a  proposed 
revocation  of  a  license  for  selling  in- 
toxicating liquors;  and  further  that 
said  ordinance  No.  355  (Hicken  code), 
and  particularly  section  18  thereof.  Is 
invalid  and  of  no  effect  and  Is  con- 
trary   to    said    constitutional    provision

200,01^  GERMANS 

Kept  Them  in  Check  Three 

Days,  Say  Re- 

porls. 

Washington.  Aug.  3r.— Seventy  thou- 
sand  British  troops  for  three 
days  held  in  cheok  -200.000  German 
troops  until  reliev«*d  ky  French  rein- 
forcements, accoriiog  to  information 
here  today  through' tbe  neutral  diplo- 
mats. The  advlcws-  did  not  give  the 
place  of  the  battle. 

Although  the  G*'rmftt  forcej»  broke 
through  the  British  fines  in  many 
places,  the  English  hel.d  their  own  un- 
til French  reinforcements  arrived,  and 
then  retired  In  good  order.  Military 
experts  of  the  allied  forces  were  re- 
ported to  have  been  greatly  encour- 
aged by  the  manner  In  which  the  Brit- 
ish forces  withstood  the  superior  forc.»3 
of   the    enemy.

AMBASSADOOUMBA 
GIVES  OUT  MESSAGE 

Says    Austrians    Are    Ad- 
vancing In  Russian 
Poland. 

Manchester,  Mass.,  Aug.  31. — Dr.  K. 
T.  Dumba.  the  Austro-Hungarian  am- 
bassador to  the  United  States,  today 
made  public  the  following  dispatch  re- 
ceived by  him  from  Count  Berchtold 
the  Austro-Hungj^rian  minister  of  for- 
eign affairs  at  Vienna,  which  wajs 
transmitted  by  wireless  telegraph  The 
message  is  dated  Aug.  30  and  says- 

.'il'^fJ*-'*^  special  train  for  Rotterdam 
with  300  Americans  on  board  has  left 
Vienna.  Henry  S.  Breckenridge,  assist- 
ant  secretary  of  war  and  several  other 
American  officials  were  pre.sent  when 
the  train  pulled  out.  Cordial  speeches 
were  exchanged  and  there  was  cheer- 
ing for  the  American  nation. 

"On  If?  left  wing  the  Austrian  armv. 
following  up  the  victory  of  Krasnik 
defeated  on  Aug.  27  Russian  troops 
numbering  about  ten  divisions.  It 
took  prisoners  one  general,  one  colonel 
forty-three  officers  and  2.000  men  and 
captured  also  large  quantities  of  war 
material.  This  army  is  now  advanc- 
ing toward  Lublin  in  Russian  Poland 
Several  skirmishes  have  taken  place 
In  Eastern  Galicia  on  the  Austrian  cen- 
ter. 

"The  Austrian  troops  have  taken  a 
firm  stand  against  hostile  forces  su- 
perior to  theirs  numerically  and  th- 
Austrian  artillery  has  shown  splendhl 
marksmanship."

2:10  p.  m.— Additional 
French  forces  totstUing  600.000  men 
will  be  ready  for  "active  service  in 
about  six  weeks  as  a  result  of  the 
decision  announced  yesterday  to  call 
out  the  1914  young  men  and  the  elder 
classes  of  reservists.  The  reservltts 
will  be  equipped  and  ready  for  the 
field    in    a    few    days. 

BOTH  S¥eS  AGREE 
TO  CODE  MESSAGES 

Germany  and  England  Have 
Accepted  U.  S.  Pro- 
posal. 

Washington.  Aug.  31*— Both  Ger- 
many and  Great  Britain  have  accepted 
the  proposal  of  the  United  States  that 
the  wireless  stations  at  Tuckerton, 
N.  J.,  and  Sayville.  L.  I.,  be  permitted 
to»  send  codt  messages  to  billigerent 
countries,  subject  to  censorship  by 
American   naval  officers. 


Washington,   Aug.   31. — The  Japanese 
were  among   the   first  to   recognize  the 
true   value   of  an    army   medical    corps, 
according    to     Dr.     Louis     Livingstone 
Seaman  of  New  York,  in  a  communica- 
tion   to   the   National   Geographic    soci- 
ety.     Dr.    Seaman    has    made    a    world- 
wide study  of  contagious  and  epidemic 
diseases.     He  was  with  the  second  im- 
perial  army   of   Japan    at    the    front   in 
Manchuria,   and   is   the  author  of   many 
well   known   medical    books  and   papers. 
"The  Japanese  medical   officer  is  om- 
nipresent," he  says.     "You  will  find  him 
in  countless  places  where   in   an  Amer- 
ican  or   British   army   he   has   no   place. 
In    the    Russian-Japanese    war,    he    was 
as    much    in    the    front    as    in    the    rear. 
He  was   with   the  first  screen   of  scouts 
with     his     microscope      and      chemicals, 
testing  and   labeling  wells  so  the  army 
to  follow  should  drink  no  contaminat- 
ed  water.      When    the  scouts   reached  a 
town   he   immediately    Instituted  a  thor- ! 
ough    examination    of   its   sanitary   con-  1 
dition     and    if    contagion    or    infection 
was    found,    he   quarantined   and    placed 
a  guard  around  the  dangerous  district 
Notices   were   posted,    so   the   approach- 
ing   column    was    warned,    and    no    sol- 
diers   were    billeted    where    danger    ex- 
isted.      Microscopic    blood      tests     were 
made    in   all   fever   cases,    and   bacterio- 
logical   experts,    fully   equipped,    formed 
part    of    the    staff    of    every    divisional 
headquarters. 

L.ectared  th*  Men. 
"The  medical  officer  was  also  found 
in  camp,  lecturing  the  men  on  sani- 
tation and  the  hundred  and  one  de- 
tails of  personal  hygiene — how  to  cook, 
to  eat,  and  when  not  to  drink,  to  bathe, 
and  even  to  the  direction  of  the  paring 
and  cleansing  of  the  finger  nails  to 
prevent  danger  from  bacteria.  It  was 
the  rule  of  the  Japanese  surgeons  at 
the  front  to  do  little  or  no  operating 
except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency 
or  where  hemorrhage  threatened  im- 
mediate death.     All  cases  were  treated 


by  the  application  of  the  first  aid 
dressing  and  then  sent  to  the  rear  as 
quickly  as  possible,  thence  by  hospital 
boat  or  transport  to  the  base  hospitals 
in   Japan. 

••A  distinguished  Japanese  officer, 
when  discussirg  with  me  the  subject 
of  Russia's  t'verwhelming  numbers, 
said,  'You  knovr  In  every  war  four  men 
die  of  disease  for  every  one  who  falls 
from  bullets.  That  will  be  the  position 
of  Russia  in  tliis  war.  We  propose  to 
eliminate  disease  as  a  factor.  Every 
man  who  dies  in  our  army  must  fall 
on  the  field  of  battle.  In  this  way  we 
shall  neutralize  the  superiority  of  Rus- 
sian numbers  and  stand  on  a  compara- 
tively   equal    footing.' 

Most  Dangrrouii  Foe. 
"Japan  was  1  he  first  country  In  the 
world  to  recognize  that  the  greatest 
enemy  in  war  is  not  the  army  of  the 
Invader,  but  of  a  foe  more  treacherous 
and  dangerouH — preventable  disease, 
found  lurking  In  every  camp.  The  state 
deprives  the  soldier  of  his  liberty  pre- 
scribes his  exercises,  equipment,"  dress 
a|«t.  the  locality  in  which  he  shall  re- 
side, and  In  tie  hour  of  danger  ex- 
pects him,  if  neces.-=!ary,  to  lay  down 
his  life  in  Its  defense  and  honor  It 
should,  therefore,  give  him  the  best 
sanitation  and  the  best  medical  super- 
vision   that    the  science   of   the  age be

Resumption  of  buying  on  an  extend- 
ed scale  resulted  in  sharp  advances  on 
all  the  American  wheat  markets  today, 
with  special  strength  showing  in  the 
December   option. 

As  a  Duluth  operator  remarked,  "Any 
man  who  haj?  money  wants  to  specu- 
late in  wheat  tnt-se  days  in  view  of 
the  prospects  for  a  prolonged  war,  and 
the  outsiders  almost  invariably  trade 
on  the  long  side.  The  slump  at  the 
end  of  last  wt-ek  was  thought  by  them 
to  have  brought  the  market  down  to 
attractive  levels,  so  that  traders  had 
heavy  buying  orders  from  customers 
at  the  execution  at  this  opening  this 
morning.  They  will  continue  to  buy 
till   another  shake-up  comes  along." 

Higher  Liverpool  cables  was  a  con- 
tributory factor  to  the  bullish  situa- 
tion, and  there  were  also  advices  to 
the  effect  that  farmers  are  sht>wing  an 
Increasing  tendency  to  hold  their 
grain.  That  is  evidenced  in  the  light 
leceipts  at  this  stage  in  comparison 
•with   the   amount   of  stuff   threshed. 

The  market  at  Winnipeg  was  strong 
due  to  the  development  of  some  ex- 
port inquiry  and  the  reported  putting 
through  of  a  fair  volume  of  business. 
The  movement  of  grain  at  the  sea- 
board Is  gradually  expanding  and  the 
congestion  has  been  largely  relieved 
at  all  points.  Exporters  are  said  to 
be  making  good  progress  in  cleaning 
up  their  outstanding  contracts.  Ar- 
rivals at  Liverpool  last  week  were  en- 
ormous, and  those  of  the  present  week 
are  expected  to  be  still  more  liberal. 
7he  amount  of  grain  on  pas.«age  last 
w.ek  was  29.552,000  bu.  or  1,500.000  bu 
more  than  during   the   preceding  week. 

Oats  were  strong  today  on  large  ex- 
port sales,  and  good  bidding  by  (Jreat 
Uritain   and   P'rance.

Geoogocal  Survey,  is  the  eatabli.shment 
of  a  tin  smelter  in  the  United  States 
in  which  to  smelt  Bolivian  tin  ores 
and  such  small  lots  of  Ameri<'.an  ore 
as  are  produced.  At  present  between 
30,000  and  40.0.00  tons  of  tin  concen- 
trates, carrying  more  than  20,000  tons 
of  metallic  tin,  are  shipped  each  year 
from  Bolivia  to  Europe  for  smelting. 
The  United  States  would  absorb  the 
tin  smelted  from  this  ore  easily.  Ow- 
ing to  the  lack  of  European  friighters, 
Bolivian  ores  will  now  be  seeking  a 
market,  and,  providing  that  fehips  can 
be  found  to  carry  the  ore,  this  will  be 
the  opportunity  for  Americans  to  be- 
gin purchasing  the  ores  that  have 
heretofore  gone   to   Europe. 

A  few  years  ago  a  smelter  was  es- 
tablished at  Bayonne,  N.  J.,  In  which 
to  smelt  Malayan  tin  ores,  but  the 
project  was  rendered  useless  when  It 
was  discovered  that  the  English  gov- 
ernment placed  a  high  export  duty  on 
Malayan  tin  ores  not  going  to  some 
part  of  the  British  empire.  Such  a 
thing  could  not  happen  In  Bolivia,  and 
to  some  extent,  at  any  rate,  the  smelt- 
ing of  Bolivian  and  other  ores  in  this 
country  would,  it  is  considered  relieve 
American  consumers  from  the  specula- 
tive profits  of  the  London  market.
